On all sides ex-Sena- 
tor Fair, the new President of the 


bank, is congratulated for the masterly 
manner in which he has obtained the 
upper hand of his former partners, Flood and 
Mackay, who little over a year ago virtually 
forced him to retire from the concern, over 
which they are now only too glad to have him 
preside, backed as he is by millions of uninvolved 
capital. The Chronicie’s report of this impor- 
tant financial coup d'é.at, obtained from inside 
sources, says: 

A brief review of the recent history of the 
bank is necessary to a full understanding of the 
matter. On April 4, 1855, long-standing diffi- 
culties between ex-Senator Fair and his partners 
in the bank, Flood and Mackay, culminated, and 
Fair retired. The agreement at that time was 
that Flood also should relinquish his share, leav- 
ing Mackay in sole ownership of the institution, 
Whether Flood bought back any of his 
stock is not known, but the fact remains that he 
has fulfilled from that time the functions of 
President of the Nevada Bank, and has shown 
the same keen interest in its fortunes that he 
exhibited when he was a third proprietor. 
Under Flood’s management of the bank 
there was George L. Brander, who had

Flood proposed to him that 
both sell out their interest to Mackay, and thus 
leave him the sole owner and manager. This

FRANCE AND IHE MONARCHY. 





ANOTHER MANIFESTO BY THE COUNT 
OF PARIS. 


PaRis, Sept. 14.—At a military banquet 
given in Toulouse last evening Gen. Bréart, 
Commander of the Thirteenth Army Corps, de- 
clared that France now knew her strength, and 
that she was ready and awaited revenge. M, 
Cales, member of the Chamber of Deputies, said 
the recent mobilization experiment showed that 


the army was now in a position to give France 
the revenge for which she impatiently waited. 
The speeches have excited serious comment. 

The evening papers endeavor to soften the 
effect of the speeches, and assert that no im- 
portance must be attached tothem, They blame 
the speakers, and say that the German press will 
be sure to make an outcry because of the 
speeches, and they therefore admonish France 
to remain quiet and dignified. 

The Figaro says that the Count of Paris will 
to-morrow issue an important manifesto, the 
— of which was settled in London on Sunday 
as 

The Count of Paris, in his manifesto, approves 
the recent action of the Royalists in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, but says: ‘The apparent 
calm ill conceals the perils of the fut- 
ure. All-powerful electoral considerations 
dominate Parliauwtent and sterilize all efforts 
to adjust the finances. The _ instability 
of the Executive isolates France in Europe. The 
ascendant faction oppresses the remainder. 
Nobody has confidence in the morrow. 
The situation imposes duties upon the 
Monarchists in the country, who, unshackled 
like those in Parliament by a limited mandate, 
must show France how necessary it is and 
how easy it will be to restore the monarchy, 
and must reassure her against imaginary 
dangers and prove that the transition can 
be legally effected. In vain does Congress 
proclaim the eternity of the republic. The 
day France clearly manifests her wishes, no ob- 
stacie or procedure will prevent the revival of 
the monarchy. Experience, however, gives 
small ground to hope for a peacefnl termina- 
tion. History furnishes too many reasons by 
which to foresee one of those violent crises 
which seem to be of periodical characterin the 
life of the nation.” 

The Count proceeds to predict that Republican 
misgovernment may provoke such a crisis, when 
the monarchy will be the instrument with 
which to restore order and concord. The 
present moment, he says, is favorable for 
uttering a warning that such monarchy 
will not mark a return to the past, 
He then sketches a reformed monarchy suited 
to progressive ideas in which stability and true 
liberty will be secured by a constituent assem- 
bly or by popular vote, adding that, al- 


though unusual under a monarchy, the 
last form is more solemn, atfording 
solid foundations for a constitution. Sueh a 


Government would have notuing to fear from a 

direct consultation with the nation. The choice 

= Deputies would be by direct universal suf- 
rage. 

Dwelling upon the advantage of a strong 
Government of monarchical control as com- 
pared with Republican  uncontrol,. the 
Count states that equal authority will 
belong to a Senate, which wiil be partly 
elective, and that between the two Assemblies 


‘royalty will be enlightened and guided, not con- 


demned to subservience. The budget, instead 
of being voted annually, will be made 
up in accordance with ordinary law, sub- 
ject to annual amendment by agreement 
among the three owers in the State. 
Thus no fresh tax will be imposed or new ex- 
pense incurred without the consent of the na- 
tion’s elect, who will also discuss all questions 
ofinterest to the country. At the same time 
the caprice of the Chamber will no 
longer be able to suddenly paralyze public life 
and national policy. The Ministers will feel 
themselves free from this fear one day. They 
will no longer be responsible to one omnipotent 
Chamber. The new monarchy will be able to 
satisfy at thesame time the conservative needs 
and the passion for equality.” 

The Count promises to reduce the military 
burdens; to restore religious liberty both as to 
worship and education; to shelter the army 
from political influences by appointing a per- 
manent commander; to remove the grievances 
of the working classes, and to retain all the lib- 
erties secured under the republic. The mani- 
festo concludes: 

**May all good citizens whose hopes have been 
deceived, whose interests have been compro- 
mised, and whose consciences have been wound- 
ed by the present régime join the laborers of the 
first hour to prepare a common salvation. May 
they second the efforts of him who will be King 
of all and the first servant of France.”

CLEVELAND THE ONLY HOPE. 





HENRY WATTERSON SAYS HE MUST BE 
RENOMINATED. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 14.—Henry Watterson 
is in the city, and this afternoon he talked freely 
with a reporter. He said: 

“Of course I think Cleveland will be renomi- 
nated. Thatis the only hope for the Democra- 
cy. Lhave always thought and said so. If we 
don’t nominate him it will be a confession of 
failure. It will be an acknowledgment that the 
first Democratic Administration in 25 years has 


not been a success, and we would go before the 
country with everything against us.” 

“Why did the Courier-Journal criticise him so 
savagely?’ 

“Simply because he had to be criticised. The 
President and the party were getting further 
and further apart, and it was necessary that 
something be done. The President didn’t un- 
derstand the true Democratic sentiment, and he 
had to be enlightened in regard toit. A news- 
paper is to serve the best ends of the people and 
the party, and it must speak out frankly and 
fearlessly, no matter whom it hurts. There was 
an open sore in the party, and it had to be healed 
by caustic measures.” 

“Do you ‘think he is in sympathy with the 
Democratic idea now ?” 

‘**Tam sure of it. There was no doubt but at 
one time he was committed to the Mugwump 
idea of civil service, and he was carried by it to 
lengths that were not all constitutional. For 
instance, the removal of such high officers as 
District Attorneys for the reasons that he as- 
signed was unwarranted. Many men’s heads 
have been brought to the axe for leas than that. 
But Mr. Cleveland has profited by criticism, and 
he is now one with the party. As for civil serv- 
ice reform I am as much in favor of it as George 
William Curtis or Dorman B. Eaton, only I don’t 
believe in their bureaucracy. That is neither 
constitutional nor democratic. Whatis wanted 
above all things is a decent civil service, and that 
does not necessitate a clean sweep every four 


years.”

George and Dr. McGlynn fer thé first time ex- 
ploded their pet theories before an audience 
comprised mostly of residents of the rural dis- 
tricts, at the county fair here to-day. , Ex-Rail- 
road Commissioner O’Donnell, who is evidently 
preparing to get aboard the new movement, was 
the pilot of the party about the village. A num- 
ber of local politicians from Northern New- 


York were to be scen among the audience, 
which numbered some 6,000 people. Mr. George 
spoke first, and after payiug his respects to 
Gov. Hill, whose speech at Herkimer yesterday 
evidently angered him, proceeded to explain his 
movewent. He was followed by Dr. McGlynn, 
who endeavored to show wherein Mr. George 
was inspired of God and his theory allied to re- 
ligion. The applause that was bestowed upon 
the speakers was frequent, but not emphatic or 
hearty. The majority of the audience enjoyed 
the spe@ches, but the people were far from con- 
verted, as they were disposed to look with sus- 
picion on the movement. The effect of the effort 
in this county will probably not_ be very 
marked. The guests took tea with Mr. O’Don- 
nell, and afterward held a short reception, 
which was largely attended. They left for New- 
York to-night.

THE ANARCHISTS MUST DIE 





SO SAYS THE ILLINOIS S8U- 
PREME COURT. 

WHICH UNANIMOUSLY AFFIRMS THE 

DECISION IN THE CASE OF THE 


SEVEN CHICAGO BOMB THROWERS. 

Otrawa, Ill, Sept. 14.—The Supreme 
Court announced this morning its unanimous 
decision affirming the judgment of the lower 
court in the case of the seven condemned Chicago 
Anarchists, and fixing the execution of the death 
sentence for Noy. 11. 

At 9:30 o’clock Justice Magruder began the 
announcement of the decision in the Anarchist 
case. Just before the opening of court every 
one seemed to have a feeling that something was 
going to happen. Lawyers and reporters con- 
versed with each other in subdued tones, Even 
Barker, the janitor, who has waited upon every 
Justice of the Supreme Court that sat upon the 
benchin Ottawa, tip-toed around in opening 
and dusting the court room as if he was 
afraid of breaking the deathly stillness that per- 
vaded the entire building. Deputy Smith faltered 
and his voice trembled as he pronounced the 
‘hear ye,” “ hear ye.” As the Justices filed into 
the eourt room, headed by Chief-Justice Sheldon, 
they appeared more dignified than ever, The 
Chief-Justice waived his associates to their seats 
even more stately than his wont, his nod to the 
Sheriff was more stiff, and his ‘‘open court” 
less audible than on previous days of the term. 

Justice Magruder appeared flushed and nery- 
ous as heentered the court room, the cause of 
which was evident a few moments later, when 
Chief-Justice Sheldon turned to him and, in a 
voice that would have beeninaudible save for 
the stillness which pervaded the room, said: 
“Justice Magruder, have you any announce- 
ments to make?” 

The flushed appearance of the Justice changed 
to that of pallor, and his voice was husky as he 
responded: “In August Spies and others against 
the People of the State of [liinois, No. 59, ad- 
visement docket.” 

The Chief-Justice nervously turned the leaves 
of the court docket to the case indieated, when 


the Justice read the decision of the court 
in the Anarachist case. As he commenced 


reading he regained his composure. His 
voice was clear and distinct until the 
order fixing the death penalty and 


date of execution was reached, when his reading 
became labored, his voice husky, and his man- 
ner showed it was with the greatest emotion 
that he performed the duty he had been dele- 
gated by his associates to perform. The formal 
order of the court was as follows: 

** In this case the court orders that the sentence of 
the Superior Court of Cook County of the defendants 
in the indictment—August Spies, Samuel Fieden, R. 
Parsons, Adolph Fischer, George Engel, Louis 
Ling, and Michael Schwab—be carried into effect by 
the Sheriff of Cook County. on the llth day of 
November next, op Friday, between the hours of 10 
o’clock in the forenoon and 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon on that day.” 


_ Judge Mulkey filed the following as his opin- 
ion: 

“As itis not my intention to file a separate opin- 
ion, as I should have done had my health permitted, 
I prefer to avail — of the occasion to say from 
the bench that while I concur in the conclusion 
reached and also in the general view- presented in 
the opinion filed, I do not consider that the record is 
free tromerror. I am nevertheless of the opinion 
that none of the errors complained of are 
of so serious a character as to require a reversal of 
the judgment. In view of the number of the de- 
fendants on trial, the length of time it was in pro- 
gress, the vast amount of testimony offered and 
passed upon by the court, andthe almost number- 
less rulings the conrt was required to make, the 
wonder with me is that the errors were not more nu- 
merous and more serious than they were. In short 
after having carefully exammed the records and 
given the decision and the questions arising upon it 
my very best thought, with an earnest and con- 
scientious desire tofaithtully discharge my whole 
duty, I am fully satisfied that the conclusion 
reached vindicates the law, does simple justice be- 
tween the prisoners and the State, and that itis 
fully warranted by the law with the evidence.” 


The opinion in the Anarchist case was written 
Kf Judge Magruder, and is an able exposition 
of the law and previous interpretation thereof 
by eminent jurists in this county, as well as of 
the courts, bearing upon the alleged and ver- 
haps real errors in the record. In his work he 
was helped by each of the othersix Juages, who 
made him their spokesman, and through him 
expressed their unanimous decision. The 
opinion covers 225 pages of closely written 
manuscript, and contains about 56,000 words. 

The Anarchists bad no counsel here to repre- 
sent them when the decision was announced, 
and no steps were taken in their behalf. They 
have 15 days in which tofile a motion for a rehear- 
ing and 30 days from the close of the term to file 
@ petition in support thereof, This will not act 
as a stay of sentence, and they will have to 
show very strong grounds before the court 
would consent to the issue of a stay of execu- 
tion until arehearing could be had next term, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Rumors that the de- 
cision in the Anarchist case had been announced 
by the Supreme Court reached the jail early to- 
day, but not until the exercise hour of the con- 
demned meu was over. They had a number of 
visitors, including Mina Van Zandt, Mrs. Vischer, 
Mes. Schwab, and George Schilling. Miss. Van 
Zandt talked cheerfully with her proxy husband. 
She appeared to be in excellent health and 
spirits. In response to a question, she said she 
had heard no news from the Supreme Court—

At 10:15 o’clock Chief Deputy Gleason came 
in hurriedly and said he had the news. A few 
moments later a telegram was received from A. 
H. Taylor, clerk of the Supreme Court. While 
the officers were still examining it a messenger 
boy arrived with a dispatch for Spies from the 
editor of the Herald, a German paper at Ottawa, 
telling him that the verdict had been sustained. 
The boy was admitted behind the grating, and, 
in company with the death watch, presented his 
message at the door of Spies’s cell. Spies was 
reading @ morning paper when the dispatch was 
handed him. Nota trace of emotion was visible 
as he read its contents. Then hetook upa sheet 
ot blank paper, wrote a few words, and directed 
the death watch to hand it to the others, after 
which he resumed the perusal of the paper. 

The death watch went to the end cell and 
pushed the paper through to Parsons, who read 
it and handed 1t back without a word or change 
of feature. Fisher read it and wrote a note to 
Spies, asking to see the dispatch itself. The 
death watch gave Fielden the paper and got the 
dispatch for Fisher, after which he passed the 
paper to Schwab and the others. Engel was the 
only one who showed any emotion whatever, 

The Anarchists were let out of their cells Tor 
their afternoon exercise at 3:30 o’clock. One of 
the first of their friends to arrive was Nina Van 
Zandt, and her visit was the first afternoon call 
she has made sinee her lover’s continement. 
She had made a complete change of toilet 
since her morning call, and wore sombre 
clothing and a heavy veil. Her face showed 
that she had been weeping. Spies was non- 
chalant and unconcerned, and Nina smiled 
brightly at times, although she evidently want- 
ed to cry. George Schilling and a friend came 
up and joined in the conversation. Neither 
Spies nor Miss Van Zandt would say anything. 

Mrs. Engel also called and talked at length 
with her husband. Two unknown women, one 
of whom wept freely, talked with handsome 
Louis Ling, while an unknown man talked with 
Neepe. Pretty soon Mrs. Parsons, Mrs. Fischer, 
Capt. Black, baby and Mrs, Lucy Parsons, Au- 
betz J. R. Bushonon, Gertrude Spies, and one or 
two others arrived and the condemned men held 
quite a levee, although none of them wonld talk 
to reporters. At 5:15 o’clock the Anarchists 
were taken back to their cells. 

At no time during the day was there anything 
around the jail to show to the casual observer 
that the usual routine of life there had been at 
all affected by the decision. Half a dozen de- 
tectives in citizens’ clothes lounged about the 

building and streets, and a detachment of Capt. 
Schaack’s police were within easy call. Duringthe 
day there will be noextra force in the jail,and the 
extra guards will be all on the outside. At 
night the jail force wiil be slightly increased and 
the outside guard doubled. ‘The prisoners will 
be allowed their exercise hours as usual, and will 
continue to reeeive visitors. The death watch 
will be doubled. 

The hanging will occur in the usual place— 
the north corridor of the jail—and under the law 
all seven will be hanged at once. There is 
plenty of room for the execution to be effective- 
ly carried out. Notwithstanding the number of 
the condemned men the number of spectators 


will be very small and confined almost 
entirely to officials and _ representatives 
of the press, notwithstanding applications 


fur permission to be present were made to the 
Sherif some weeks ago. Sheriff Matson himself 
is considerably disturbed over the job he has in 
prospect, and has no patience whatever with 
any man who enjoys sucha sight. The first man 
who made application to him was turned out of 
the ofttice with scant ceremony. 

Capt. Black, the Anarchists’ senior counsel, 
said on hearing the news: ‘* The only remaining 
course for us to pursue is by taking the case to 
the United States Supreme Court. I shall imme- 
diately go before the Supreme Court at Oltawa 
and ask for reasonable time to secure a certified 
transcript of the record for presentaticn to the 
Supreme Court at Washington. Such proceed- 
ings are rare, but I have no doubt of the court’s 
decision oz that point.” 

W. A. Foster, one of the lawyers for the de- 
fense at the time of the trial, said this evening 
that notwithstanding the talk of an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court the only hope 
now was in the merey of Gov, Oglesby. Mr. 
Foster claimed to have no doubt whatever that 
the sentence of four of the seven would be com- 
muted. ‘I have reasons,” he said, * for believ- 
ing that officers representing the prosecution 
will use their efforts to bring about such results.

JEFF DAVIS STILL WRITING. 


A CAUSTIC LETTER TO AN ADVOCATE 
OF PROHIBITION. 
NEw-ORLEANS, Sept. 14.—The city papers 
to-morrow morning will contain an open letter, 
two columns long, from Jefferson Davis to 
Bishop Charles B. Galloway, of the Methodist 
Church South, in which the latter is handled 
rather roughly for what Mr. Davis declares his 
unfair strictures on his recent letter to Gov. 
Lubbock, of Texas. After explaining his griey- 


ances, which have forced him reluctantly before 
the public, Mr. Davis proceeds to say: 


You have expressed sorrow because I answered 
the inquiry of a friend for my opinion on a political 
question, and employ many kind and complimentary 
expressions in regard to me, but in view of your 
persistence in unjustified assailment your Com- 

liments seem like the garlands with which 

n olden times a sacrificial offering was 
decorated. Now it is my turn to grieve, not for you 
personally, but that a dignitary of the Methodist 
Church South, should have left the pulpit and Bible 
to mount the political rostrum and plead the higher 
law of Prohibitionism—the substitution of 
force for free will, moral responsibility for 
the obligation to do unto others as we would be 
done by, and the brotherly love taught by the meek 
and lowly Jesus whom we adore. In this I see the 
forbidden union of Church and State. My grief is real 
and relates to both. Disfranchised though I be, the 
love of wy life for the Constitution and the liberties 
it was formed to secure remains as ardent in age as 
it. was in youth. The “ Methodist Church, South,” 
has been to mo the object of admiration and grateful 
affection because of its fidelity to principle 
despite the pressure of wealth and power 
by the zeal of its underpaid ministers who have 
gone along byways fo penetrate anfrequented re- 
gions and there “preach the Gospel to the poor.” 
Often bas - memory recalled the prophetic vision 
by Bishop Marvin. Wullit be fulfilled by introduc- 
ing politicsinto the organization of the church he 
nobly Ulustrated ? 

This reply, it may be proper here toremark, is not 
made to you in your character of a dignitary of that 
church, but in that which for that occasion 

ou have assumed as a political partisan. It 

s untenable to deny that the movement in which 
you have engaged is political, for its atm is to elect 
representatives pledged to enact laws to govern the 
body politic. It is true that you dest ate the 
movement ‘‘a moral reform,” but it seems like trony 
thus to term penal statutes hedged about by ex- 
traordinary measures of prevention. 

As necessary to afull understanding of the mat- 
ter in issue I will quote the terms of the amend- 
ment referred to, as follows: ‘The manufacture, 
sale, and exchange of intoxicating liquor, except for 
medical, mechanical, sacramental, and = sci- 
entific purposes, is hereby prohibited in the 
State of Texas.” The Legislature was to 
enact necessary laws at its first session 
atter the adoption of the amendment. If it 
had been adopted a farmer who had a vineyaré was 
not to be De gee to manufacture wine of his 
gran or if he had an orchard he was not to be al- 

owed to manufacture cider of his apples, or 
brandy of his peaches, or whisky of his 
grain, or ~beer_ of his — and hops. 
He could not exchange such articles, though the 
product of his farm, for comforts grown in a 
different latitude and to be produced at his home. 
Fanaticism looks through a reversed telescope, 
minimizing everything save its special object. What 
though one should point a Prohibitionist to the civil- 
iziag, harmonizing, peace-securing, comfort-giving 
effects of commerce upon the nations; if he thought it 
interfered with his particular “ism,” would he not 
probably answer by irrelevant catch words! The 
time was when sumptuary laws embraced what 
should be worn andeaten. If we begin the march 
ot retrogreasion, where will it stop? If, as already 
proposed, there should be Federal laws to enforce 
the prohibition policy, your recollection of war 
and reconstruction days should enable you to antici- 
yate the doings of an army of spies, informers, and 

eputy Marshals, making domiciliary visits to in- 
sure the observance of the law. The moral decay 
which would inevitably result from such a condition 
needs no portrayal by me. It seems the plain duty 
of every citizen who loves the liberty our 
sires bequeathed to us to check this scheme 
before it acquires dangerous proportions. 

I hold it to be one of the natural rights of man to 
do as he pleases with his own, provided he inflicts 
no injury on another. To protect the use and pre- 
vent the abuse of that right government is the 
necessity of social existence. To give adequate 
power and yet ctticiently to guard against the per- 
version of the grant is the problem which the 
wisdom of ages has but partially solved. 
Hence the maxim, “ Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty.” In the letter to Gov. Lubbock ad- 
mitted intemperance to be a great evil, but is it the 
only one which afilicts society and calls for more 
active remedies? The opium habit is reported 
by statistics to be increasing, and, sad to re- 
late, its greatest ravages are among the gentler 
and purer sex, Laws exist but fail to prevent the 
abuse. Inthis prohibition does not prohibit. Are 
there no other means? Is there no Peter to preach 





@ crusade for the redemption of woman— 
the mother of Jesus—ot' woman, the last 
at the cross and “(first at the Bep- 


ulechre—of woman, the consoling friend in the 
hospital, the leaderin all our charities? Is there 
bo St. George to slay the hydra that is poison- 
ing the saltof the earth? I do not depreciate the 
eftort to abate the evil of intemperance, but here is 
an evil more deleterious to mind and body, and why, 
it is asked, is the field unoccupied to which humauni- 
ty and manhood are both calling for laborers? 


Concluding he says: 

I regret that you did not see proper to acknowl. 
edge that your strictures were appropriate to what 
others had said or done and were not justified by the 
text of my letter, for which you arraign me. That 
would have saved me from this reply, and I think 
would have been more just to you as well as to my- 
self.

GEN. BRAGG DROPPED. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 14.—There was 
an excited scene to-night at the annual reunion 
of the Iron Brigade over what was apparently 
@ preconcerted movement to oust Gen. E. 
S. Bragg from the Board of Officers. When 
Gen. Gibbon, the President, was re-nominated 
opposition made itself manifest, led by 
Major Henry Harshaw, State Treasurer of Wis- 


consin. His opposition, it appears, was only to 
cloak a move to drop Gen. Bragg, and a scene of 
great confusion followed, the veterans making 
charges and counter-charges against each other. 
A ballot was tinally taken and Gen. Gibbon was 
re-elected President. 

When Gen. Bragg was renominated for Sen- 
ior Vice-President the scenes of commotion 
again made themselves manifest. The opposi- 
tion nominated Col. W. W. Robinson, recent 
Consul to Madagascar, for the place. 
Speeches were made in which it was charged 
that politics influenced the opposition to Gen. 
Bragg. The latter made a bitter speech, lending 
color to this charge. Three ballots were neces- 


sary, and Col, Robinson was elected. On the 
first ballot Gen. Bragg lacked only two 
votes of election. He witharew his name, 


but his friends persisted in keeping it before 
the meeting. All the other officers were re-elect- 
ed, so that Gen. Bragg is the only one who 
was dropped. This has caused a great deal of 
feeling. 

To Tue Times's correspondent Gen. Bragg ex- 
pressed himself very bitterly. He said his de- 
feat was due to the influence of the Grand Army 
men, who were angry because he defended the 
President's veto of the Pension bill.

EX-CONFEDERATES IN POSSESSION. 
Mexico, Mo., Sept. 14.—The ex-Confed- 

erates of the State of Missouri, 20,000 strong, 
took possession of this town to-day. It was a 
peaceful possession and they were welcomed by 
the Grand Army posts and the citizens of the 
county. One hundred head of stock were bar- 
becued last night, and tables accommodating 
4,000 at a time were spread near the Court 
House. Judge Edwards, of Missouri, delivered 
an address of welcome.

the Hon. W. C. P. Breckinridge, of Kentucky;

THE COAL STRIKE IN THE SCHUYLKILL 
REGION AVERTED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 14.—As a result of 
the good management of the Reading Railroad 
Company, the threatened strike in the Schuyl- 


kill region has been averted. It was 
announced this afternoon in the office 
of the company that the conference 


would result in a manner satisfactory to 
both the miners and the company. Graef & 
Wilcox, large individual operators, said they 
would follow the Reading, and expected no 
trouble. One of the company thus outlined the 
policy of the Reading: 

“We believe in meeting and treating with our 
men as we treatiany other persons having busi- 
ness with us, and if their requests are just we 
will do all we can to give them what they want; 

ut if any attempt should be made to prefer un- 
air demands we would make no noegg, gerne 

The stand taken by the rover oy | 8 greatly 
commended by those interested in the coal 
lands. They say thatif they had allowed the 
men to strike the company would have lost over 
$1,000,000, and the other operators! would 
have lost a similar amount—enough to pay all 
advances for 10 years. The Reading has been 
for some time paying its men 4 per cent. above 
the basis, but the management decided to grant 
the men an advance when the present demand 
was preferred. The reason the miners have 
been paid such low wages is said to arise from 
the flerce competition of the large companies. 

The mines of the Coxe Brothers are reported 
to be completely stopped. Their office in this 
city was closed to-day. At the office of the Le- 
high Coal and Navigation Company it was 
learned that affairs were at a standstill and 
there was no likelihood of any compromise 
being effected. The works of A. Pardee are 
in the same condition. The charges made 
against Mr. Harris, President of the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation Company, are said to be false. 
He has always, it is claimed, done the best for 
his employes, and they have no real grounds ror 
complaint, but have been urged on by others. 
National Master Workman Lewis, of the Miners’ 
District 135, said to-day that the men intended 
to stick and would fight the matter to the finish. 


HAZLETON, Penn., Sept. 14.—Everything 
was quiet in this region to-day. The result of the 
conference at Pottsville was received with joy, 
asit is believed by many that it will compel 
the individual operators in the Lehigh region 
to agree to the same terms, although Coxe and 
Pardee declare they will not be governed by any 
labor committee. [t isthe prevailing opinion 
that the strike will come to a speedy end her@, 
but some seem to scout the idea. 

G. B. Markle & Co., operating at Jeddo, have 
expressed themselves as willing to advance the 
wages of their employes if other operators of 
the region will do likewise.

PUSHING THE STRUGGLE FOR TRAFFIC 
TO NEW POINTS. 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 14.—The east-: 
bound passenger rate war was extended 
yesterday so as to include all the West- 
ern termini of the trunk lines except Pittsburg. 
The rate for round-trip tickets to Niagara Falls 
and Buffalo was placed at $17 50, below the regu- 
lar one-way fare.Cleveland was made $16,the one-" 
way rate and Jamestown on the same basis,’ 
while the New-York round-trip rate was reduced 
from $32 80 to $30 80, with the limit for the 


return portion of all tickets extended to 12 
days. The latter cut the Bee Line met, 
but failed to take up the Ohio and Mississippi 
gauntlet as to the other points. The Wabash 
also took a back seat, thus leaving the field to 
the Ohio and cron ge and giving that line an 
immense advantage in the effort of the three 
roads to capture the hearts of the people. 

The apparent inactivity of the Bee Line was 
attributed, however, to a conference that was 
being held between the managing officials of 
that road to decide upon a plan of action, but up 
to the close of the ticket offices nothing detinite 
had been agreed upon. It was rumored under 
cover that certain men in the official house- 
hold of the Bee Line wanted to make it a sharp 
and disastrous war by dropping the rate be- 
tween St. Louis and Cincinnati to $1 aud hold- 
ing it at that figure until the voice of the Ohio 
and Mississippi should be heard begging fora 
cessation of hostilities. Others thought it the 
better policy to merely meet the Ohio and 
Mississippi rate. 

Something decisive is expected this morning. 
In fact,a stand of some kind will have to be 
taken, for the Ohio and Mississippi is ‘“* push- 
ing things” at every point of attack in 
Bee Line territory, and its poliey seems 
to be growing more aggressive eve hour. 
Yesterday Commissioner Daniels wired General 
Passenger Agent Shattue, asking if he would 
meet representatives of the lines in interest to- 
day and adjust existing differences, but Mr. 
Shattue very promptly declined to have any- 
thing to do with the proposition, and tntimated 
further that his road did not need to con- 
sult with other roads on matters concerning 
its own affairs, its officials being perfectly capa- 
ble of attending to the road’s interest and not 
needing advice or suggestions from outsiders.

Saratoca, Sept. 14.—The Republicay 
State Convention, in two sessions, occupying 
altogether more than eight hours, has nomi- 
nated a ticket and adopted a platform, and at 
10:30 o’clock adjourned. Its proceedings were 
uneventful until the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions was submitted at 9 o'clock 
in the evening. The contests between the can- 
didates were slow and resulted in nearly every 
instance in the success of the men whom the 
Platt managers had slated. The report of the 
Platform Committee precipitated a warm die 
cussion over the temperance plank, in which 
Senator Evarts, asa member of the committee, 
defended the committee’s report and protested 
against the somewhat thoughtless and hasty 
language made use of by Ernest Crosby 
to express his indifference to the treatment of 
the liquor question by the committee. The 
platform is very long, very elaborate in form of 
expression, but not unlike in tone and purpose 
to the usual party deciarations. The dele- 
gates go home hopeful of success. It 
cannot truthfully be said that the convention 
was in an over confident mood. There is a cou 
viction that if success is to be gained it must be 
won by a hard struggle. The speech of ex-Sen 
ator Warner Miller on taking the chair is rer 
garded as the mostimportant utterance of the} 
convention. It was delivered in a tone of roice 
that betokened feelings restrained with great 
difficulty, and it awakened a response that was 
surprisingly warm and earnest. 

It was cloudy overhead, muddy under * foot, 
and damp and warm when the movement of 
the delegates toward the convention hall began. 
Many or the delegates knew the way, for they 


had been here two years ago to nominate Ira 
Davenport for Governor in the skating rink that 
was used to-day. Many of the “old timers” 
would naturally have gone to the Town Hall, 
forgetting that the convention had outgrown 
the capacity of that house, which has been the 
scene of many and memorable political strue- 
gies. Since the skates rink was used by the} 
convention of 1885 it has been a playhouse and 
a riding school. The amateur players left = 
the wails a large scene of an encampment, ti 
is regarded as furnishing indubitable proof of: 
the possession by a native Saratogian of ex- 
traordinary skill in the usé of colors. The rid- 
~~ school left a strong odor of its stable. j 

he hall is a long and low one, with a maze 
of rafters and scantlings and gasjpipes over-. 
head, furnishing convenient opportunities for; 
the display of flags and other decorations. 
Some of the Japanese lanterns, fans, and um- 
brellas that were put up in such profusion 
two years ago, and which then imparted to the 
scene a flavor of Oriental brilliancy, still re- 
mained, but a good deal faded by time and bat- 
tered by accident. The few flags and a large 
stand of flowers on the platform beside ths 
desk to be used by the Chairman of the con- 
vention were the only added decorations. About 
two-thirds of the floor space in the centre of 
the hall was provided with chairs for the 683, 
delegates and their alternates. The remaining 
—< at the ends and a large part of the spacious 
platform were reserved for spectators. The 
seats of the delegates from the different counties 
were designated by large cards hanging from the 
rafters overhead. The counties were arranged 
in alphabetical order, Albany at the left, then 
Broome, Chautauqua, and the rest in their order, 
the lines a across and beginning again at 
the left, until the rear was brought up witn 
Washington and its alphabetical neighbors. New- 
York was at the remote left and rear, and Kings 
was in the rear of the extreme right. 

As usual, the spectators were first to arrive. 
Very prompt were the holders of stage 
tickets, ali anxious to see the delegates as 
they arrived and hunted up their places. 
Mrs. A. B. Cornell, Mra. Walter Hurcomb, of 
Albany, and several other ladies had seats oz 
the platform. The first distinguished arrivals 
were those of Senator Evarts and ex-Gov. Cor- 
nell, who came in together. Mr. Evarts showed 
none of the evidence of fatigue which one might 
have expected to discover in the countenance or 
movements of the leader of so troublesome a dis- 
trict as that of which he has become the leader. 
He wore his high white hat far back on his 
head, and his frock coat was closely buttomed. 
Ex-Gov. Cornell, also closely buttoned, wore ane 
thumb thrust into the fulds of his coat and a 
smile of extraordinrry serenity. The entrance 
of the two was not at once observed, but just 
before they reached their seats there was scat- 
tering applause in recognition of them. Mr. 
Morton, coming in a little later, would have 
escaped notice altogether if some of the news- 
paper men had not started a rollof applause 
as be sat down near the centre and far 
away from the Dutchess and New-York dis-, 
tricts, from which he is accredited as a 
delegate. Ex-Senator Miller was permitted to 
reach the Herkimer delegation, near the centre 
of the hall, without any demonstration. Senator 
Hiscock sat at the head of the Onondaga delega- 
tion, down at the front, where Cattaraugus and 
Chautauqua were side by side. A group of the 
sweetest statesmen satin the rays of the twi- 
light that gradually crept into the convention 
and made it more cheerful. They were “ Lo” 
Sessions, Vedder, “ Sim” Jones, and Milton N. 
Fenner. Back inthe hall, among the Westches- 
er delegates, could be seen the silvery hair and 
beard of Judge Robertson. ,In almost every 
county delegation there was sowe veteran of Re- 
publican conventions, Many of whom have not 
been seen in such gatherings since 1880. F 

Itgwas 12:10 o’clock when Chairman Chester 
8. Cole, of the State Committee, rapped for order 
and asked the convention to listen to a prayer 
by the Rev. Dr. Leech, of Saratoga. The prayer 
was extraordinary, and rather a harangue of the 
sort usually indulged in by the temporary Chair- 
man, thenan address to the throneof grace. 
While it was being delivered a delegate from 
New-York, who was perhaps too far away to 
know what was going on, attracted attention by 
lighting his cigar. There wasa smile all over 
the convention when the clergyman invited a 
Divine blessing upon the President and the 
Governor. 

When Secretary Vrooman began to call the 
roll of the convention, ex-Gov. Cornell, bearing 
in mind the value of time, suggested that the 
formality be dispensed with.. That was agreed 
to, and then, after notices of contest had been 
handed up from the Warren, Twenty-third 
New-York, aud Fifth Kings Districts, there was 
a pause. Chairman Cele only waited long 
enough to see a short, sturdy, black-haired and 
iron-gray bearded man rise in the Kings delega- 
tion. He recognized the Hon. 8. V. White, who 
began a speech tur the 66 delegates and 50,000 
Republican voters of the county. The 
**Deacon” proceeded slowly in his work, but 
he only took time enough to assure 
the convention that he desired to renew fealty 
to the ** Grand Old Party,” to startle it with a 
reference to Wall-street, that began very much 
like a submission of some valuable * points,” and 
to present the name of the Hon. Seth Low as 
candidate for temporary Chairman. The con- 
vention was tot yet ready to be enthusiastic 
when Mr. Low’s name was submitted. It ap- 
plauded, however, and it brightened up wonder- 
fully at the sight of ex-Gov, Cornell and ex- 
Minister Morton, arm in arm, parading across 
the hall from New-York’s corner to the corner of 
Kings, in search of Mr. Low, whom they had 
been appointed to escort to the platform. 

If the convention was a trifle reserved in its 
reception of the temporary Chairman it made 
up for it in @ measure as Mr. Low went on to 
deliver his address. He spoke ina clear voico 
and with great deliberation, so distinctly that 
every point in his speech was caught and appre- 
ciated. He spoke as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION: I sincerely ap- 
preciate the great honor you have done ine in select- 
ing me as your temporary Chairman. I thank you 
heartily for the honor and the trust. Especially I 
am glad to recognize that in selecting me for this 
duty it was your purpose to do honor to the great 
county and the great city from which I am privi- 
leged to bs a delegate. No one can look uronnd this 
vast convention, considering at the same time the 
many distinguished men who are members of it, 
without becoming deeply convinced that we 
are about to take momentous action. No 
such large and representative gathering of 
Republicans has been eld in this State 
for many years. Manifestly the work, accomplished 
here is likely to be full of far-reaching consequences 
to our party, and, therefore, as we fondly believe, to 
the Comonwealth andthe Nation. The men whom 
we shall put in nomination for the various ottices to 
be filled inust be men whose character and ability 
will command the confidence of the people. But at 
this time, it seems to me, the platform to be adopted 
by the convention is of even greater importance than 
the candidates to be —— upon it. Thereare two 
attitudes which may be taken by the party, either of 
which, as I see it, would bring rejoicings to our ene- 
mies and sorrow to our friends. One of these mis- 
taken attitudes I may liken to that of the man who 
runs a race with his face turned back ward.

erctaesine from the liquor traflic. The existence 
of that party is conclusive evidence of widespread 
dissatisfaction with the existing situation as to 
these matters. The Republican Party should have 
clear, ringing Words to_say in the presence ota 
question like this. Happily, as if seems to 
me, the proper attitude to this question is as 
clear as I believe it to be impregnable. The Prohi- 
bition Party, with its impossible demand, stands at 
one extreme of it; the Democratic Party, with its 
limitless yieldings, at the Other. Se far as the Pro- 
hibition vote is a sincere vote, we. cannot obtain it 
without making ottr patty a Prohibition Party. So 
faras the Prohibition vote is a political vote, it is, 


iu my opinion, equaily outof our reach, for I be- | 


lieve it to be oftentimes in theinterests of the other 
side. Let, us then, abandon all attempts to caich 
this vote and plant ourséives distinctly upon the 
broad middle ground between the two extremes. 
Let us stand for high license and tor loéal option, 
This is the platform sure to draw to itself in the end 
the great mass of moderate men. Let us stand for 
high license as the best way of at once restricting 
the number of saloons and forcing them to con- 
tribute in some reasonable ratio to the Government 
expenses, unhappily thseparable from the traffic. 
If prohibition is demanded by a locality let us meet 
its demand by local option. 

“The newest of the living issues before us is that 
brought fotward by the United Labor Party in the 
doctrine that all taxes should be placed upon the 
land, while they indirectly call in question the right 
o: private property in land, Let the Republitan 
Party say in clear, distinct words that they do not 
accept these propositions, 

“Another isste destined still to call for many 
valiant deeds as well as words from the Republican 
Party is the civilservice reform, both inthe State 
and the Nation. Gladly I recognize that there are 
in the Democratic Party many individuals sincere- 
1 devoted to this principle who have ren- 
dered it much servicé, but that the Demo- 
cratic Party as a whole believes in it cannot 
be contende’. In the eyes of the Jacksonian 
Democrats these scattered friends of theirs 
who believe in civil service reform are spots on the 
Democratic sun. They are motes in the eye of the 
morniiy’ sun of Democracy and beams in the eye of 
its evening sun; but in the eyes of those who &in- 
eerely believe in civil seryice reform they serve 
most couspicously to make the Democratic darkness, 
on this issue yisible. I hope this cenvention will 
speak stoutiv and plainly here. 


“Should not this convention also demand, in the 
thame of the Constitution of the State, that the Gov- 
ernor of this Commonwealth give some heed to that 
venerable document? What more could a despot do 
than set aside the Constitution? And is this not 
what Gov. Hilihas done? The Constitution provides 
for an enumeration of the people every ten years, 
upon Which # redistribution of legislative districts 
throughout the State shallbe based. This enumera- 
tion should have been had in 1885. ‘Twice the Re. 
publican Legislature passed a bill roviding 
for this, and twice it was vetoed by 
the Governor, Again last Fall the _  peo- 
ple voted for & Constitutional Conven- 
tion, and the Republican Legislature passed a 
bill providing for it. This was also vetoed by the 
Governor. :The peoplé of Kings County, not to 
speuk of other counties, demand the redistribution 
to which they are entitled. The people of the whole 
Staté demand their Constitutional Convention. I 
know that the Constitution gives to the Governor 
the veto power, but it gives it to him to protect the 
people in their rights, not to rob them of them, much 
jess to nullify the Constitution itself and to bring to 
ares a popular vote. 

“T do nét know how far it may be your pleasure 
to go intu national questions; it certainly is not my 
province to indicate in such a matter the path this 
convention otight to tread. AS 4 Republican, how- 
ever, who believes in the righteousuess of protec- 
tion, but who equally believes that our tariff 
ought to be remodeled, 1 can simply express the 
hope that this convention will advance the 
claims that any such work can be done best by 
the Republican Party, as the only sincere friend 
of the tariff. Whatever views men may hold ib re- 
gard to protection, whether they look at it as a 
means to an end or in itself a good thing, the present 
situation, whereby vast sums of money in excess of 
our heeds gu into the National Treasury, forbids 
theories and demands actions. The Democratic 
Party, during two sessions of Congress, has shown 
itself inconipetent to actas to this surplus in any 
direction. ihe Republican Party, which, finding at 
the outbreak of the war an ee ted Treasury, has left 
it thus full to overflowing, 10 doubt will tind in our 
present tillémma siéme practical way of reducing 
the revenues of the Nation to the measure of its ne- 
eessities, iid this consistently with a wise protec- 
tion whére protection may still be needed. But 
whatever this convention may door say IL trust that 
when it separates its members will go home to work. 
We must ot depend tor success upon the presence 
of new factors upon the field. Given a good start 
here and vigorous, earnest work to the closing of the 
polls, we can proceedas we ought to by deserving 
success to this end. Gentlemen, let_us bend every 
thoughtand every effort to make New-York oncé 
more a Republican State.” 


Mr. Low’s remarks upon prohibition provoked 
interruptions of applause from the New-York 
delegates, who were particularly pleased with 
his declaration of the impossibility of yielding 
to the demands of the Prohibitionists or agree- 
ing to the “limitless yielding” of the Democrats. 
His reference to civil service reform passed al- 
most unnoticed. Halfa dozen patiings of the 
bands were heard from the New-York City 
neighborhood and that was all. 

On Judge Robertson’s motion Mr. John W. 
Vrooman and Mr. Charies A. Chickering were 
made temporary Secretaries. Mr. Lucas L. 
Van Allen, of New-York; Mr. Carroll BE. 
Smith, of Onondaga, and Mr. Charles 
T. Saxton, of Wayne, offered motions re- 
spectively for the appointment of Commit, 
tees on Permanent Organization, Resolutions, 
and Contested Seats. “Johnny” Simpson, who 
had not been duly drilled in the business, 
floundered into proposing that the temporary 
officers be made the permanent officers of the 
convention. That was not his cue, and it was 
not anyboay’s plan, and Mr. Simpson was 
speedily dragged out of sight by his horrified 
associates, one of whom was ex-Gov. Corneil. 
The Chairman then atinounced through BSec- 
retary Vrooman the names of the delegates 
chosen by the Congressional districts to act on 
the committees of the convention.

almost at the very outset, that he had something 
to say that would attract more than ordinary 
attention. He referred to “an horest attempt” 
to elect the ticket, with such emphasis as to 
indicate that he as well as others had learned 
that treachery was apprehended from Platt and 
his immediate followers. He was even more 
emphatic in his allusion to rivalries within 
the party and his recognition of the fact that 
they were proper if kept within proper bounds 
and “fair piay” was meted out toevery one, if 
“the voice of the masses” was leeded by the 
leaders, and if “ honest means” were employed 
to secure the ends desired. It was another 
thrust at the man who carried a whole army of 
camp followers and baggage overt into the camp 
of the Onondaga. The ex-Senator dwelt brietly 
upon this matter, though leng enough to leave a 
very vivid impression upon his friends and foes. 
There was a ring about the word “ treach- 
ery” which was genuine. By inference 
he discredited the judgment of Platt 
in encouraging the organization of | the 
George party, while he recognized the right of 
all Americans to také the field in politics and 
would not criticise them for it. He regretted 
that any party should be organized on a class 
issue. If any trouble should ever come to the 
internal affairs of this Government it would, in 
his judgment, be due to the demagogues setting 
one class against another.

Cheers.) For the successful discharge of those 

uties you will require to use great wisdom and dis; 
cretion, and if you shall succeed in thus poriorming 
your duties, ad your labors shall meét with con- 
certed action by the Republicans of this State, there 
can be, in my judgment, little doubt that victory 
awaits us in November. [Great cheering.] I know 
that it is impossible that in a great country like ours 
there should be not any factional differences. Per- 
sonal jealousies, rivalries for power, contests for 
offices must and will come to every political orgavi- 
zation, and so long as they are kept within proper 
vounds,so long as fair play is meted out to every one, 
soloug as the voice of the masses of the ph is 
heeded by the leaders; so long only as honest means 
are resorted to to secure the need desired, so 
long. we need not fear factional differences 
or personal rivalries. {Cheers.] But if fac- 
tional differences and personal rivalries shall be 
carried on without respect to the interests of tlie 
party—when the interests of the party are lost sight 
of and only personal revenges are sought, then only 
disaster can Come to the party. [Cheers.] I need 
not say to you, fellow-Republicans, that some of the 
disasters Which have befallen the party in this 


| State in late years are due in part at least to some 


of the causés which I have mentioned. Let us now, 
as representatives of this great party of this State 
resolve to send out the pledge to our brethren in all 
the States of the Union that ,fot the future no 
disaster shal] come to thé Republican Party 
by divisions in the ranks of the State of New- 
York. [Cheers.] Some witty speaker has said that 
factional fights and personal fights in the Demo- 
cratic ranks only tended to increase the numbers of 
the party. ({Latighter.] However trite that may be 
ot the Democratic Party, it has never been true of 
the Republican Party, (cheers,] and it has been 
said, and I now repeatit, in my judgment there are 
enough Republicaiis in the State of New-York to 
carry any general election, (cheers,] but it can 
never carry an election when divided in its lines. 


“Three vears ago the Republican Party in the na- 
tional election was defeated in the State of New- 
York by the treachery of some of those who had 
been trusted and by unforeseen accidents, which re- 
suited in giving the opposition so small a majority 
in this State that itis only to be wondered at that 
that majority was not disputed. (Cheers.) The Re- 
publican Party, true to itself, accepted the verdict, 
notwithstanding the smallness of the majority, 
and laid down its great offices and its powers 
and duties which it bad held for a quarter 
of a century, and from that da to this 
it has stood loyal, supporting the Government 
in all that it held to be right and waiting to see 
what the Democratic Party in power would do. 
What has been the result? What has beén the action 
of the American people with regard to the transfer 
of the Government tothe hands of the Democrativ 
Party ? Has it carried it? and has it fulfilled a single 
pledge that it made to the American people in the 
campaign of 18847 I desire not to do the Dem- 
ocratic Party any ~ peep? but if it has up 
to this day fulfilled a single pledge of the 
slightest importance to the 7 le of this coun- 
ry [ fail to recali it. (Cheers.}] it promised that 
it would reduce any excessive taxation; it promised 
the tariff should be reformed and revised and re- 
duced, but how has it met any of these pledges? 
Now for more than two years anda half it has held 
the power of government in the executive branch 
and the House of Representatives, andit has up to 
this time made no serious attempt at the revision of 
the tariff. It matters not whether its failure is due 
to a lack of desire to carry out this pledge ora 
division in the ranks of the party to prevent 
any concerted action or not; it has failed to 
carry out the pledge made to the people. Thus 
there are rumors in the air now of a hasty consulta- 
tion called among the leaders of the Democratic 
Party to prepare a revision of the tariff and a reduc- 


mined that the tariff shail be reduced only by reduc- 
ing duties upon American products. The Republican 
Party has made repeated reductions since the close 
of the war without injury to American labor. It 
stands ready to reduce the revenue of this country 
on a proper basis. I will not call in question the 
good faith of any public officer in the discharge ot 
his duty, andfor the purpose of my.argument itis 
not necessary for me to inquire whether the Presi- 
dent of the United States has done all in his Gower 
to faithfully execute the civil service law. That- 
ever his position be on that we leave for him to ex- 
plain to the people.” 


After referring to the 50,000 office holders 
whom the Democrats have displaced the ex- 
Senator continued: 


“JT said that the Republican Administration 
gave us the civil service law—one for which I 
jabored for its passage—one in which I believe 
that it can never become the settled policy of this 
Government until the Republican Party is restored 
to power. In the last campaign the cry was, ‘Turn 
the rascals out and give us the books fuat we may 
examine them.’ The books were tufned over to 
them and were found correct to the last farthing 
{great cheering,] and many of the men who filled 
the positions of the displaced Republicans were dis- 
charged by the Democrats because they knew them 
to be dishonest men. [(Cheers.} We fear no com- 
parison with any party. [Cheers.] We charge, 
then, that the Democratic Administration up to this 
time has utterly failed to carry out any of its 
pledges, and, more than that, it has utterly failed to 
originate yf plan or policy in connection with our 
financial or fiscal system. This shows to the people 
of this country that it was unfit to govern because 
it could not meet the emergencies of the occasion,” 


Atthe conclusion of his speech Mr. Miller 
called for the report of the Committee on Plat- 
form. The platform makers were still engaged 
in Senator Hiscock’s cottage, and it was an- 
nounced that they would not be ready for some 
little time. Thenames of the new State Com- 
mitteemen were then called for. A. B. Cornell’s, 
as it was soon learned, was nowhere in the list. 
Emigration Commissioner Charles F. Ulrich 
promptly moved that Alonzo B. Cornell 
and James W. Wadsworth be added to 
the committee as committeemen at large. 
Up jumped Congressman James Sher- 
mun, of Utica, and moved that. Gen. 
Daniel Butterfield, of Putnam, be a third com- 
mitteeman at large. The words were hardly 
out of Mr. Sherman’s mouth when Senator His- 
cock claimed the attention of the Chair. He 
had, he said, the highest regard for all there 
gentlemen, but if the convention began to add 
naines there was no telling where the business 
would end. He thought that the committee as 
at present constituted, one member from each 
Congressional district, was large enough for 
all practical purposes, ‘Would it be in order,” 
he Paauired with seeming innocence, ‘to table 
the whole matter?” Of course it wasin orderand 
Chairman Miller inquiredjif he desired to make 
the motion, The handsome Senator nodded in 
the affirmative, and his motion was put and car- 
ried. The iron had penetrated the very soul 
of Mr. Cornell. He satin the midst of the Cor- 
lear’s Hook delegation. a heavy frown upon his 
strong, clean-shaven face, Thus did Mr. His- 
cock harmonize the little affair of committee- 
men. It was a cruel thrust, forit was the ex- 
Governor's ambition to become a committee- 
man and possibly Chairman of the committee. 
There were not wanting those who said that 
this was one otf Mr. Platt’s ways of shutting out 
all possible rivals for pre-eminence in the com- 
mittee. Others thought they saw the hand of 
James J. Belden in it, remembering that Mr. 
Belden was one of the ex-Governor’s bitter op- 
ponents in the memorable struggie held five 
years ugoin this very town. The committee is 
as follows:

It was decided to wait no longer for the Com- 
mittee on Platform, and the selection of candi- 
dates was at onee begun, Senator Evarts had 
just entered the hall and taken a seat on the 
platform. In response to the declaration pe 
the nomination of candidates for Secretary o 
State were How ih ordet Mr. Evatts arose to 
nominate Col, Fred Grant. The delegates from 
his own district, the Sixteenth New-York, began 
to applaud, and the convention joined them. 
Mr. Evarte spoke as follows: 

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THR CONVEN- 
TION: I have had the honor and pleasure done me by 
the New-York delegation, without dissent in that 
hitmber, to present for the nomination by this con- 
vention for the offi¢e of Secretaty of State of the 


| State of New-York a citizenof Our city and a citi- 


zen of the United States no less than our city inthe 
sense which belongs to all of us; a citizen of the 
United States in the wide and 
that he is khown to every 
teat commitity, known called thé 
Jnited States of Ainerica. (Cheet .] IT am 
to name this citizen without needing to inform you 
who he is, for in your owh minds and in your own 
affections and your own sense of duty and interest 
of your great party, the name that IL shall present 
to you has already secured the applause and homage 
of your hearts—a citizen of our great Empire State, 
modest, just, sensible, true, bearing the burden of a 
sreat father’s name in his lifetime [great cheer- 
ng] with the demeanor and courtesy that 
might befit even one withott any such 
great weight of glory upon him, egg 
and when the great eclipse of light wa 
slowly darkening that great and brilliant frame— 
au epligee that made night to all ot us, as it was to 
be the final to him, this beautiful soldier and son— 
this modest citizen, true and loyal in all his life, was 
conspictious by the side of the mother in the care of 
the dying soldier,” 


Mr, Evarts then paid a high and touching 
tribute to the dead warrior whom he designated 
as the greatest General of the world, whether 
ancient or modern, ending by saying that it be- 
came their delight, their honor, and their duty 
to present for nomination Col. Frederick Dent 
Grant. 

The nomination was well received, and when 
the appiause had subsided Jesse Johnson, of 
Brooklyn, seconded the nomination. 

John Birdsall moved the nomination of Col, 
Grant by acclamation, and the nomination was 
made unanimously. 

Congressman Ashbel F. Fitch announced that 
Col. Grant was in town, and, upon his motion, 
a committee of three was appointed to conduct 
the nominee to the convention hall. The com- 
mittee comprised Congressman Fitch, of New- 
York; Gen. Abram C. Merritt, of Rockland, and 
Gen. Daniel Butterfield, of Putnam. 

The next nomination was that for Controller. 
John Lanman, of Washington, nominated State 
Senator Albert C. Comstock, of Troy. He re- 
terred to Mr. Comstock’s labors in the investiga- 
tion of municipal frauds and the check which it 
placed upon boodle Aldermen. The investiga- 
tion to which he alluded was that begun by the 
Gibbs committee, but which, for reasons best 
known to Gibbs and some others, was never 
allowed to proceed to any great length. In 
fact, Mr. Comstock’s indignant §-otest against 
the course of the committee ®Mtought down 
upon him the wrath of the New-York 
“gang.” Boodle Alderman Fink, who is 
a@ delegate to this cotivention, sat in 
a front seat and listened with seeming indiffer- 
ence to all of Mr. Lanman’s remarks about 
‘‘peaver-hatted corrupiton.” Mr. Lanman’s 
long speech for Comstock was followed by a 
short and breezy one from Mr. James Arkell, of 
Montgomery, in favor of the nomination of 
Judge Jesse 8. Lamoreatix, of Saratoga, a man 
whom he did not set up as a “ Chatham,” but 
one who was “as clean asa pink.” His speech 
was vigorously applauded. Then Delegate 
Green, of Kings, seconded the nomination 
of Mr. Comstock, promising the votes of 
the 66 delegates for him and the hearty sup- 
port not only of his nomination, but zealous 
work’for the ticket. Editor Phillips, of Lewis, 
sresented the name of State Senator Charles L. 

napp, of Lewis. Ex-Assemblyman D. 8. Pot- 
ter, of Saratoga, spoke for Lamoreaux, while 
Congresssiian Sherman, of Oneida, added words 
of praise to those that had been uttered for Mr. 
Knapp. 

Another speaker had just begun when 
there was a stir at the main door of the 
hall. In an instant all eyes were turned 
toward the noise, and then there 
was a pattering of applause, beginning at 
thé door and running down the hall, as it was 
discovered that Col. Grant, my by the 
committee sent out for him,*hadcomein. The 
applause increased, and as the group ap- 
proached the stage the convention rose and 
there was the (first really enthusiastic 
applause of the day. Col. Grant 
was brought to the side of Chair- 
man Miller, and, after taking him by the 
hand, was introduced as the candidate of the 
convention for Secretary of State. Col. Grant, 
whose growing resemblance to his father made 
it unnecessary for any oe to ask which of the 
men on the platform Was the candidate, stepped 
forward. After he had bowed to the prolonged 
applause that greeted him a secotid time, he 
spoke in a voice 80 low as to be almost inaudible, 
as follows: 


* For the erga pero have conferred upon me I am 
truly grateful. If elected I shall endeavor to per- 
form wy duty. I thank you.” 

He then took aseaton the platform and con- 
versed with Mrs. Cornell, who hada place near 
the Chairman. 

Mr. John H. Camp spoke for Lamoreaux, and 
the nominations were brought to aclose and a 
ballot ordered. Before the result of the ballot 
was announced the superior strength of Lamo- 
reaux had become so apparent that all the other 
candidates were withdrawn and Judge Lamo- 
reaux was hominated by acclamation. Mr. 
Comstock had upward of 230 votes to his 
creait and Senator Knapp between 80 and 90. 
Thus had Mr. Erwin and other friends of Mr. 
Platt redeemed their pledge to place Mr. Knapp 
upon the State ticket if he would giva way 
to Erwin in the Senatorial fight. The 
work done by the bounding Burleigh 
and by Congressman George West, sec- 
onded by the determination of Senator 
Hiscock that theses two friends of ex-Senator 
Miller should be served at all hazards, and that 
the impression should go abroad that Mr. Miller 
himselt was immensely interested proved et- 
fective in Mr. Lamoreaux’s case. Senator Com- 
stock was an equally firm Miller mah, but it fell 
to his lot to vote against Mr. Hiscock 
and Mr. Morton in the January caucus. 
So thoroughly had the impression become estab- 
lished by the statements emanating from the 
Hiscock headquarters that the ex-Senator had 
* picked” Mr. Lamoreaux and “abandoned” Mr, 
Comstock, that the latter visited Mr. Miller at 
Congress Hall during the morning, in company 
with Hamilton Fish, Jr., and received from his 
own lips an explicit denial. 

The nomination of James H. Carmichael, of 
Buffalo, was a foregone conclusion, aud the dele- 
gates, all knowing that he was ‘‘slated,” mant- 
fested their impatience over thes peeches for 
other candidates. Senator McMillan presented 
the name of Mr. Carmichael, and Jobn 

H. Camp nominated ex-Senator Lord, of 
Yates. This nomination was seconded by 
Senator John Raines, in a _ speech in 
which he railed at Buffalo and _ its 
growing disposition to seize everything, and 
conviuding with the declaration that inasmuch 
as the Republican Party was known as “the 
God and morality party” the delegates for 
once ought to place the Lord on the 
ticket. Mr. Raines, singular to relate, never 
once referred to his time-honored, subject 
the old soldier. Judge Robertson named David 
Cromwell, of his county, and Assemblyman Mc- 
Evoy nominated Albert L. Story, of Little Falls. 
“The Lord” was‘withdrawn from the race with 
all other candidates save Carmichael, and the 
latter’s nomination was declared unanimous. 

The first candidate named for Attorney- 
General was Martin W. Cook, President of the 
State Bar Association, of Rochester, who was 
presented by Anson G. McNab. Corp. Lanner 
nominated ‘‘a soldier candidate,” in the person 
of Major Jamés A. Dennison, of Fulton, whose 
services in the field during the rebellion 
and in Egypt under the Khédive he re- 
counted. Editor C. L. MacArthur nominated 
Martin I. Townsend, of Troy, whom he declared 
to be “the hero of a hundred political batties.” 
Sereno E. Payne seconded the nomination of 
Mr. Cook, and Gen. Horace Russell declared that 
New-York would cgst a solid vote for Dennison. 
Mr. Townsend’s nime was withdrawn, and so 
was Mr. Cook’s, after the roll had been called as 
far as Ontario, and Major Dennison was nomin- 
ated unanimously. 


There was a genuine contest over the nomina- 
tion for State Enyineer and Surveyor. Smith 
O’Brien nominated Verplanck Colvin, formerly 
Superintendent of the Adirondack Survey, who, 
he fiercely alieged, was more hated by David 
Hill and the Democrats than any other man in 
the State. D. W. Burdick, of Tompkins, nom- 
inated 0. H. P. Cornell, of Ithaca. Frederick 
Kilburn, of Franklin, in speaking for Colvin, 
said Cornell's ont. claims to distinction were his 
eminent respectability, and the fact that he was 
the brother to the best Governor the State ever 
had. Colvin was supported by most of the Kings 
County delegates, while Cornell got nearly 100 
of the New-Yorkers. Broome and Cortland finally 
changed from Colvin to Cornell, and the vote 
stood 353 for Cornell and 826 for Colvin, only 
679 votes being cast. 

It was. just 9 o’clock when the ticket was 
completed. Mr. Carroll E. Smiths, from the 
Committee on Resolutions, stepped to the front 
ot the stage. Before he could proceed Mr. 8. V. 
k, Cruger, who takes Mr. Cregan’s place 
on the State Committee, made a mo- 
tion intended to secure’ the addition 
of amember of the State Committee for the 
colored people. The convention, without 
much loss of time, voted it down as it had voted 
down the proposition to add Mr. Cornell and Mr. 
Wadsworth to the committee. The supperless 
delegates here becoming weary and reatless, 
Chairman Miller had to make a special effort to 
bring them to order to hear Mr. Smith read the 
report of the Committee on Resolutions. The 
report was as follows: 
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I, The Republican Party, by all honorable means, | 


seeks restoration to power in the State and in the 
Nation, because of the unchallenged record of his- 
tory attesting its administrative successes in war 
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time, in the period of restoration and pacification, in 
executive, legislative, and financial achievements, in 
the purity and efficloncy of its methods, and in th 
lasting benefits conferred upon the people, an 
because since Democratic ascendency in the State 
and Nation, the incapacity and inefficiency of that 
party in atlministration and in legislation, the egre. 
gious blunders of the Executive and the Democratic 
branch of Congress, many of whose acts are to the 
detriment of the public interests, have constantly 
a aa the wisdom and necessity of such restor- 
ation. 

It. Two and a half years of a Democrafic Presi- 
dent, who has had the co-operation of an over- 
whelming majority in the House of Representatives, 
where, uncer the Constitution, all revenue meas- 
tires must originate, have exposed the incapacity 
of the Democratic Party, and the weakness of 
the Democnatic policy, under which so much was 
promised the people, but from which there have 
come only barren pledges, failure to promote 
the people’s interests; fo plan to reduce the rev- 
enues or to retrench expenditures; no purpose to 
promote @ practical civil service reform, or other- 
wise to improve the pubhe service: while conspicu- 
ous among th6 many shortcomings of this Adminis. 
tration are numberless appointees who have proved 
faithless and incompetent; the postal service dis- 
organized and its efficiency impaired, and the public 
business in other departments delayed and ob- 
structed, 

III, We adhere firmly to the American policy, 
under whose operation uhexampled prosperity aud 
thrift have blessed the land, and hold that any 
changes to be made in the tariff laws should be made 
by the friends of those laws, and in the interest 
of protection of labor on our own soil and 
of home markets, not by or in the in- 
terest of fres trade propagandists, nor for 
the benefit of foreign producers and foreign 
labor. National taxation should be so adjusted as 
to raise revenue sufficient for an economic and wise 
adtninistration of the Government, for the payment 
of the public debt, for the development of national 
resources, and for national defense; but any reduc. 
tion should be s0 made as not to impair the prosper. 
ity of home industries, American markets must be 
preserved to the products of American labor and 
ee and protected from foreign encroachments. 

V. The principle ot the national and State eivil 
service reform laws has our hearty approval. These 
laws shotld be executed in the spirit in which they 
were enacted and accepted by the people and be ad- 
vanced and made tp ogg oe The hypocritical pre. 
tenses under which both President Cleveland’s and 
Gov. Hill’s Administrations have continually and 
shamefully violated the law by systematic perver- 
sion to partisan purposes deserves the popular con- 
demnation. 

V. The political rights of all persons throughout 
the land must be established firmly and beyond con- 
troversy, The persecutions of the workingman in 
the South and the denial of his civil rights cause 
degradation, low wages, and inferior products, 
which'bring into tunfair competition the labor of 
the North and obstruct that full measure of 
prosperity and thrift that equal conditions through. 
out the country would establish and maintain. A 
fair hoaring on all public questions, a free ballot in 
every citizen's hand, and an honest count of the 
yoteare just prerogatives of citizenship to which 
full respect must be paid to insure the enjoyment of 
the freeman’s birthright and the maintenance of re- 
publican government on a stable foundation. 

VI. The veterans of the Union armies and navies 
are entitled to the liberal consideration of this peo. 
ple for all public preferment, and should receive 
wonerous care and adequate pensions. ‘The flippant, 
sneering language of President Cleveland's vetoes 
ot pension bills Was insulting to the veterans and 
degrading to the Executive. The subservient 
spirit displayed in Mr. Cleveland’s order to return 
rebel battie tlags, the precious trophies of the Union 
troops, deserves only reprobation and justly excites 
the resentment of all loyal people. 

VII. Congress should pass !aws and establish regn- 
lations that will prevent the coming to our shores 
of disreputable and undesirable persons whose pres- 
ence here would threaten good government, 
disturb the agg: and order, end  depre- 
ciate the dignity and rewards of honest labor. 
Anarchists, Communists, polygamists, paupers, 
fugitives from justice, and insane, vicious, and 
criminal persons, as also contract labor, should be 
rigorously excluded. But honest, industrious, well 
intentioned persons escaping the‘ oppression and 
degradation of Old World despotisms and the erush- 
ing force of free trade policies are welcome as a ae- 
sirable element in our population. 

VII. Therecord of the Republican Legislature 
for Wisdom in general aotion, for giving labor the 
legislation it sought, and for efficiency and economy 
in State expenditures commands approval. The low 
rate of State taxation is the best evidence of fidelity 
and prudence. Had the Democratie Governor 
given sanction to wise legislative action the tax list 
would have been reduced to a minimum and the peo- 
He would have cause to rejoice in an era of genuine 
reform. 

IX. We heartily indorse the purpose of the Re- 
publican majority of the Legislature in passing the 
bills to limit and restrict the liquor trattic, and we 
condemn the vetoes of the Governor as hostile to 
that purpose, We recommend comprehensive and 
efficient legislation for giving local option by coun- 
ties, towns, and cities, and restriction by taxation in 
such localities as do not by their option exclude ab- 
solutely the traffic. 

X. The State census, under constitutional. direc- 
tion, having been voted by the Republican Legis- 
lature and defeated by the Democratic Governor's 
veto, the failure to secure an enumeration and re- 
apportionment and other benefits of the cen- 
sus is chargeable solely to the Executive’s nul- 
lification of the Constitution’s mandate and 
his defiance of the co-ordinate branch of the State 
Government with which all legislation must orig- 
inate and which is accountable therefor, and the 
Democratic Party, in sustaining the Governor's 
veto, shares with him the responsibility and dis- 
— for the wanton overriding of the Constitu- 
tion. 

XI. The veto and defeat by Gov. Hill of an im- 
proved registry bill, of which the purpose was to 
promote pure elections, was an re gh upon the 
rights of lawful electors. ‘The most eflicient safe- 
guard shotiid bo placed about the primary, the 
source of all political action, as well a8 about the bal- 
tine so as to secure their purity and invivia- 

lity, 

XII. The peopie of the State, having voted in 
favor of a Constitutional Convention, the Legisla- 
ture made provision therefor, and the Governor be- 
came responsible by his veto for the annulment of 
the popular will. 

XIiti. Whatever cei so of legislation ‘will 
mititigate and equalize taxation should be enacted; 
and to Republican legislation is due the progress 
that has been madein this direction in this state, 
The corporation tax laws and Collateral Inheritance 
bill and homestead tax exemption age in the right 
spirit, and tend to simplify the tax system? We are 
in favor of such further changesin the tax laws as 
shall equalize the burden and compel personal prop- 
oy, to bear ifs proper share. 

LY. We approve the laws, State and National 
rohibiting the manufacture and sale of articles of 
‘ood made in simulation of butter and cheese, and 

earhestly favor such further legislation as may be 
+ aad for the protection of genuine dairy prod- 
ucts. 

XV. We recommend to the Legislature a just care 
of the interests of the people of this State in the 
maintenance of cheap transportation througn a 
wholesome competition 4 the State’s waterwags, 
and the doing of this without piacing unnecessary 
burdens upon localities beyond the benefits re- 
ceived. National support of the Erie Canal, the 
great highway forthe products of the West to the 
sbaboard, is favored and invited. 

XVI. The cause of Ireland avd the efforts in its 
behalf by Gladstone, Parnell, and their associates 
have the earnest mbna pte 4 of Republicans, and 
command their co-operation by ali peaceful methods 
to promote an early and complete triumph. 


The reading of the report was heard with 
strict attention, Mr. Evarts, who sat on the 
pee listening, admitted that it was too 
ong, but declared that the committee could 
not make it shorter. It provoked little ap- 
plause, the first response coming after the 
plank on protection. For the references to civil 
service reform there was only a feeble little 
round of applause from one of the New-York 
districts, There was a vigorous response to the 
rebel flags, and amoment later cries of ‘‘ No, no,” 
to the plank on the liquor question. It 
was the beginning of a breezy time. Mr. 
Crosby, jumping up in the centre of the 
hall, wanted to know if he could offer 
an amendment to the section, and was told 
that he must wait until the report had been 
read through. From this time on until the con- 
vention adjourned there was a suspension of 
the} harmoniousness that had characterized all 
the previous proceedings. 

Mr. Jobin £. Brodsky offered as a minority re- 
pot a substitute for the section on the temper- 
anee question, which, he said, had» been 
approved by. five of the seven members 
0 the Resolutions Committee from 
New-York City, one from Albany, one from the 
Second Congressional District, and two others. 
Upto this time he had felt happy about the 
convention, The amendment he _ offered 
in good faith, believing that its adoption 
would conduce to the success of the party 
in the election. He advocated meetin 
the question to-day. All the representatives o 
the city of New-York did not approve the action 
of the Legislature of last Winter. He therefore 
asked for the adoption of the resolution he of- 
fered, which he read. It was as follows: 


Resolved, That while the Republican Party of the 
State of New-York unalterably opposes any legisla- 
tion which attempts to prohibit individual freedom 
ot choice of beverages, as well as of food or raiment, 
it recognizes the right of the people of this 
Stato to repress and punish intemper- 
anee in any form prejudicial to the wel- 
fare of society. It also recognizes the right of the 
people to compel all traftic in any articles which 
may tend to produce or increase pauperism or 
crime to bear the burdens of taxation which 
through them are imposed upon the people. It 
also recognizes the fact that nearly 80 per cent. 
of the entire State tax is now paid by the 
nine counties which contain the principal cities 
of the State, and that such counties bear in adui- 
tion thereto the burdens of maintenance of 
expensive local, charitable, and penal institutions; 
and it therefore holds that the questions as to 
what. proportion of taxation such _ trafiic 
should be required to contribute, and how that 
proportios should be collected, should by proper 
égislation be immediately submitted to a popular 
vote in those counties affected by the existence of 
such traffic. It also reaffirms the principle of local 
option now provided by law, and holds that the pro- 
vViatowe oF sucn law should be extended to the cities 
of this State,

He 
expressed his opinion that a platform was 
not a thing for getting votes, but a con- 
trivance for making a stafement of what they 
were. There was not® man in the building, 
unless he werein the liquor business, who was 
not in favor of reducing the number of saloons. 
‘We must tell the saloon keepers,” he added, 
“that he has nothing to expect from 
the Republican Party. Tell them to vote the 
Democratic ticket, as that is where their votes 
belong.” He declared that the Republicans 
could not longer carry the saloon keepers and 
ao opposed to them, nor could they mislead 
onger. 

Mr. Ashbel P. Fitch rose amid excitement 
that had stirred the whole body to support 
the proposition offered by Mr. Brodsky and to 
deprecate what he called Mr. Crosby’s heat and 
harsh language of condemntation. 

Mr. George Z. Erwin, speaking from the St, 
Lawrence delegation, began by saying that one 
could believe that the New-York and Buffalo 
men were having a session of the Legislature. 
He was surprised at the baa blood. It would 
be far wiser to adopt the report of the 
committee, for it was the grandest platform pre- 
sentedin hisday to a Republican convention. 
There were hundreds of men in his party, he 
said, who did not approve of Mr. Croaby’s propo- 
sition, and this was not the time to be plunged 
into a discussion of the question. He very 
indignantly denied the charge brought by Mr. 
Crosby, that the resolutions had been framed to 
cheat the people. He moved to lay Mr, Crosby’s 
proposistion and Mr. Brodaky’s substitution on 
the table, but as that would carry the whole 
platform to the table the motion was with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Walter Howe in a few ,words reminded 
the convention that very powerful influences 
had been brought to bear to induce the 
Legislature to pass the High License Dill. 
The convention should approve the action of the 
Legislature, It condemned Gov. Hill’s veto of 
the measure, and if it did not support the prin- 
ciple of the bill it would stultify itself. 

Mr. Evarts, who was sitting near the front of 
the platform, and who had listened with im- 
patience to the attacks upon the Committee on 
Resolutions, was now appealed to by Mr. 
Carroll FE. Smith to make on 6 state- 
ment. He was applauded when he arose, 
Then he began deliberately with 
the statement that the only way to consider the 
report so as to have it understood was to exam- 
it and then cOmpare it with the amendment of 
Mr. Crosby. He asked fora degree of respect 
for the committee which had been accused 
by Mr. Crosbyin his amendment and speech 
with contriving a double-faced resolution that 
was contemptible. Mr. Evarts did not in- 
tend to use epithets. He was not sure 
that the committee approved the  abso- 
lute form of language of all the legis- 
lation of last Winter, but the committee 
was uttering the policy of a party and endeav- 
oring to state principles with precision. He 
then read carefully and with emphasis, the 
plank on the liquor question which Mr. Crosby 
had spoken of as “‘shilly shally” and “con- 
temptible.” He ingeniously argued that the 
language went directly to the purpose—to 
the restriction of the liquor traffic. On that it 
carried the right to tax with a “high,” a 
“heavy” tax. Quoting Judge Marshall, in his 
saying that ‘the right to tax is the right to de- 
stroy.” he insisted that this was not “shilly- 
shally.” Then he picked Mr. Croasby’s amend- 
ment to pieces. He had not offered to strike 
out anything that he had called ‘ shilly-shally,”

Mr. Crosby endeavored to free himself from 
the charge of impugning the motives of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. He did not refer to in- 
dividuals, but to the whole committee.

Mr. Crosby was confounded, but he was not 
utterly knocked down. “I am not accus- 
tomed,” he said, “to such tilts with senior 
United States Senators.

dle him.” He added that Mr. Evarts had won 
wide fame for taking up bad cases, and he 
thought he had such a case in this instance. 

Gen. Merritt, of St, Lawrence, spoke for the 
report of the committee and then a vote was 
taken on Mr. Crosby’s amendment. It was lost, 
the yeas being but a scant dozen and the nays a 
deafening shout. 

The Brooklyn substitute came next. Mr. 
Brodsky demanded acailto geta distinct vote. 
This was resisted for a time, but at last, after 
it was seen that resistance would cause 
great delay, the demand was yielded. On a 
roll cali the county and a part of the cit 
delegates voted ‘‘ No,” while Mr. Brodsky got his 
support mainly from New-York and Kings, The 
vote was 651, of which 136 were cast for the 
substitute, and 615 against it. 

Mr. Seth Low asked to have dropped from the 
platform the plank requesting Federal aid for 
the Erie Canal. He did not press it, however, 
and it was tabled. 

The whole report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions was then adopted, a few New-York dele- 
gates voting “No.” The convention then at 
10:30 o’clock adjourned sine die. 


Frederick Dent Grant, the candidate for Secre- 
tary of State, was born May 30, 1850, at St. 
Louis. He was with his father in the Vicksburg 
campaign, and was present at the capture of 
Forts Donelsen and Henry, and followed 
his father to Virginia. He was wound- 
ed in one of these battles. He next 
servedin the Indian campaigns on the frontier 
and was graduated from West Point in 1871. 
He was appointed Second Lieutenant in F Com- 

any, Fourth Cavalry, and was Lieutenant- 

olonel on Sheridan’s staff. He resigned from 
va sone in 1886 and has since lived in New- 
ork. 

Jesse 8. Lamoreaux, the candidate for Con- 
troller, is 47 years of age, and for years has been 
aresident of Saratoga County. He studied law 
at Schuylerville, and in 1882 was elected County 
Judge. His term has not yet expired. He 
was one of the counsel in the famous 
Billings murder case. He was an unsitccessful 
candidate for the Supreme Judgeship in the 
Fourth District this Fall. He is an intimate 
friend of Congressman George West. The fact 
will doubtless lead to frequent allusions to him 
during the campaign as “the Miller candidate” 
on the ticket. 

James H. Carmichael, the candidate for Treas- 
urer, was born at Newburg May 14,1852. He 
has been twice elected Treasurer of Buffalo, and 
heis now serving that city in that capacity. 
His majority when he was first elected was 
1,865. Two years later he received a majority 
of 4,265, 

Major James A. Dennison, the candidate for 
Attorney-General, was born in Indiana 41 years 
ago. His parents moved to Polk County, Mo., 
where he enlisted with two brothers and his 
father in the Union Army, when the war broke 
out, and served six months. Hé was then 
13 years of age. He was transferred to the 
Eighth Missouri Cavalry, with which he re- 
mained from 1861 until April, 1865. He partici- 
pated in the battles against Shelby and Price, 
At the close of the war he studied at Mount 
Vernon College, Iowa, fora year. Congressman 
Kelso, of Missouri, appointed him a cadet to 
West Point, from whieh he was graduated in the 
same class with Col. Fred Grant. He went 
to Egypt and was in the_ service of 
the Khédive for 18 months, being assigned 
to duty in the engineer corps. Upon his 
return to this country he studied law, was grad- 
uated from the Albany Law School, and by At- 
torney-General Leslie W. Russell was appointed 
his tirst Deputy. He is now practicing law in 
New-York in partnership with Mr. Russell. 

O. H. v. Cornell, the candidate for State En- 
gineer and Surveyor, was born in Ithaca 45 
years ago, He was graduated from Cornell Uni- 
versity in 1874, and the following yéar, through 
the influence of his brother Alonzo, he received 
the nomination for State Engineer and Surveyor 
on the Republican ticket, but was defeated. He 
is the engineer of the Geneva, Ithaca and Corn- 
ing Railroad, and was one of the engineers of 
the West Shore. He built a section of that road 
100 miles west from Coeymans.

through from Chicago to Liverpool 
at a rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds, which is 5 
cents less than the tariff rate from Chicago to 
New-York. Provisions, it is claimed, wera 
taken at a rate of 28 cents per 100 pounds 
through to Liverpool, which is 2 cents less than 
tariff to New-York. At a twenty-cent rate on 
grain to Liverpool, the proportion of the rail- 
roads could not have been more than 12 cents 
per 100 pounds to New-York. 

It is claimed that this low rate was made by 
the Michigan Central, but the only evidence 
there is to substantiate the charge is that this 
company carried last week over 33 per cent.. 
of the total and nearly one-half of the grain 
shipments. After deducting ° the Michigan 
Central’s shipments of 8,478 tons from the 
total of 25,651 there remain only 17,173 tons 
for all the other lines, which is eertainly an ex- 
ceedingly light business for seven roads.

Governor into a face-to-face argument. 

AAALAC 

The extraordinary session of the General 

Term convened to hear the appeal in 
SHARP'S case may be congratulated on its 
suppression of legal dawdling. The pressure 
upon Judges for delay, especially in cases 
that make it worth while to employ a large 
and expensive staff of lawyers, is very: 
great. A few years ago the courts of New- 
York were unable to resist this pressure, 
and the consequence was that im- 
portant cases were spun out inter- 
minably. There has of late been a 
marked improvement in this respect. 
Jndge BARRETT especially has shown that 
an alert and industrious Judge can 
hasten a criminal trial without doing in- 
justice, simply by keeping counsel sharp- 
ly up to their work. The General Term 
has confined the argument in this case to 
reasonable limits, and the argument is no 
deubt all the better and more easily re- 
membered for this enforced compression. 
In SHARP’s case there is no risk of a defeat 
of justice through delay. So long as a 
convict is not allowed to go at large on 
bail, as was the case with BUDDENSIEK, 
it does not greatly matter whether he is 
imprisoned in Ludlow-street or in Sing 
Sing. But promptness in the transaction 
of business by the courts has for many 
years been one of the most desirable and 
apparently, also, one of the most hopeless 
points of law reform. The deliberate meth- 
ods of the law, as compared with other busi- 
ness, is a source of eaual surprise and dis- 
gust to practical men who are not lawyers. 
No improvement could be more welcome 
than that which the courts in this State 
seem to have brought about of their own 
(motion. 


The annual report of the Commissioner of 
Pensions shows that the number of pen- 
pions paid by the Government, the average 
pnnual value of each, and the aggregate 
pnnual value of all pensions are still in- 
creasing, and that a larger force and greater 
expenditures are required in the bureau to 
dispose promptly of all claims. During the 
last fiscal year over $73,000,000 was paid 
ont in pensions, and at the end of that 
year there were over 400,000 names on the 
rolls. Commissioner BLACK makes several 
recommendations, some of which are quite 
important. He proposes that the allowance 
to minor children be increased from $2 to $5 
per month; that’ widows’ pensions should 
date from the death of the husband instead 
of the time of application; that the pay- 
ment of more than one pension to the same 
person should be prohibited; that in grad- 
ing pensions according to rank, the rank 
acquired after the injury may be consid- 
ered; that the rate of pensions for deafness 
should be increased, and that the Commis- 
sioner be allowed discretion in correcting 
fliscrepancies in the rates of pension for 
loss of limbs. The Commissioner cannot be 
accused of not taking a liberal view of the 
élaims of bona fide pensioners, 

The people of the interior of the State 
have already become disgusted at the Sat- 
urday half-holidgy sham which Gov. HiLu 
and the bidders for labor votes in the Leg- 
islature have fojsted upon the State, and 
there are indications all over the Common- 
wealth that the observance of the half hol- 
day will very soon be honored only in 
the breach. The farmers who have been 
accustomed to take their goods to market 
and do theirshopping on Saturday see no 
xeason why this good old custom should ha 


forcibly broken up, while the shopkeepers 
with whom they spend their money are 
‘unwilling to sacrifice half of their last day’s 
business, Laboring men can take a half 
holiday on the same terms—the loss of 
half a day’s pay—at any time, so 
that the great boon voted them by 
the Legislature is no boon at all. The 
only people who derive any substantial 
benefit from the law are the employés of 
public offices and bank clerks, and the lat- 
ter are apparently about to lose the time 
which the law gives them. The movement 
to ignore the law as far as possible by the 
banks has already begun, the Port Jervis 
banks having notified their patrons that 
hereafter they will be open for all business 
not absolutely prohibited by the law on 
Saturday afternoons, as they were before 
this silly statute was passed. The indica- 
tions are that other banks in the in- 
terior will follow this example, and 
with the opening of the banks other 
business will proceed as usual on 
Saturday. Candidates for the next Legis- 
lature will do well to observe the temper of 
their constituents on this subject, as shown 
by the almost general indifference with 
which the Saturday half holiday is being 
treated. 


The mobilization scheme was designed to 
benefit France, and would naturally do this, 
not only by assuring the people that her 
troops are ready to move, but also by con- 
vincing foreign nations of the same fact. 
This benefit, however, would be turned into 
a grievous calamity were the utterances of 
Deputy Cates and Gen. BR&ART at the 
Toulouse military banquet a fair example 
of popular sentiment. These speakers drew 
from the experiment the moral that the 
army is ready to carry out the policy of re- 
venge. Considering that the Seventeenth 
Corps was prematurely warned by the 
Figaro’s unpatriotic revelation, there is 
no ground for excessive exultation, al- 
though the experiment was no doubt 
@ success. But twice the success 
would be dearly bought by stirring 
up the war spirit. Even the mere impres- 
sion that a sentiment generally prevails 
like that to which Deputy CaLxks and Gen. 
BrREART gave expression would cost France 
mnillions in the unsettling of her trade and 
finances. It is only fair to presume that 
these speakers were unduly warmed by the 
excitements of their banquet. France as a 
whole should not be judged by their words. 
It is perhaps worth noting that Gen. BRAART 
lately commanded at Clermont-Ferrand the 
army corps to which Gen. BOULANGER was 
recently assigned. 


THE SARATOGA CONVENTION. 

The ticket is the main thing in a nomi- 
nating convention, and the ticket presented 
to the voters of the State of New-York by 
the Republican Convention at Saratoga 
yesterday is one which, considered by itself, 
any Republican can support with good- 
will. With the exception of Col. FRED GRANT 
the gentlemen named as candidates for 
the State offices to be filled this year are 
quite unknown to the party and to the 
people of the State, but they are men of 
local good repute and entirely capable, no 
doubt, of performing the duties of the 
offices for which they jhave been nomi- 
nated. Col. GRANT, who heads the 
ticket, although he has not inherited 
the extraordinary qualities which made 
his father the most distinguished man 
of his time, is already favorably 
known as a gentleman of good sense and 
modest bearing, and his name will unques- 
tionably be an element of strength in the 
State and city where Gen. GRANT passed 
the closing days of his life, and whose peo- 
ple revere his memory and cherish the recol- 
lection of his great achievements. Cf Mr. 
JESSE S. LAMOREAUX, of Saratoga; Mr. 
JAMES H. CARMICHAEL, of Erie: Mr. 
Jamis A. DENNISON, of Sullivan, and 
Mr. OLIVER H. P. CORNELL, brother of 
ex-Gov. CORNELL, nothing! can be said 
save that they are respected in the commu- 
nities of their residence and that they have 
been put in nomination by a convention 
peculiarly desirous of meeting the obvious 
need and the recognized demand for a 
ticket containing the names only of men of 
integrity and ability. We do not see how 
the opponents of this ticket can attack 
it as being conspicuously weak at any one 
point. That they will attack it as weak 
altogether from head to foot and throughout 
its whole extent is certain, and this rather 
serious charge the makers of the ticket 
must meet as best they can. 


The chief source of the danger which 
these nominees will encounter is the power 
to which they owe the honors thrust upon 
them. The man who has made them candi- 
dates may defeat them, and will @o so with- 
out compunction if by their defeat he can 
gain ends more important to himself 
than he could gain by their election. Mr. 
Tuomas C. Pratr is to-day the leader 
and master of the Republican Party 
in the State of New-York. We do 
not assert that each and every one of the 
nominations made at Saratoga yesterday 
was dictated by Mr. PLATT, but it is quite 
within the bounds of truth to say that not 
one of the candidates whose names appear 
upon the ticket could have been nominated 
without his acquiescence or against his 
opposition. He is experienced in poli- 
tics, and so far as the nominees of yes- 
terday’s convention have any chances of 
election, Mr. PLattT holds them in the hol- 
low of his hand. He has made, and he 
can unmake them. Should it appear to 
him later on in the canvass that the Pro- 
hibition vote, which is sure to outrun the 
early estimates of its numbers, will more 
than offset the vote of the United Labor 
Party, he will at once abandon his present 
hopes of electing a Legislature subservient 
to himself and of electing his State ticket 
into the bargain, and will henceforth de- 
vote himself exclusively and with his utmost 
skill to the task of securing a satisfactory 
majority in the Senate and Assembly. A 
majority in the Senate Mr. PLATT must have 
for his personal protection in the office of 
Quarantine Commissioner, an office which he 
has made extremely profitable to himself, 
and which is essential to his retention of 
the power he at present holds in the Re- 
publican Party of the State. Private in- 
| terests of his. not less important, will como 
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before the next Assembly, and there, too, he 
must be in control. 

It will be necessary, therefore, for the 
gentlemen put in nomination at Saratoga 
yesterday to understand that they are 
treading dangerous ground. The leader 
and director of their canvassmay at any time 
become their most dangerous foe. The 
money and the labor which should con- 
tribute to their success may be diverted 
to the support of their opponents, and at 
the end of the campaign they may find 
themselves defeated, disappointed, be- 
trayed, and forgotten in a relatively minor 
but really more earnestly desired triumph 
secured at their expense. 

These considerations will not fail to affect 
the Republican vote this Fall. Under 
worthier leadership and with more laud- 
able ambitions the Republicans of New- 
York might to-day be looking forward toa 
well assured and deserved victory, for their 
opponents are weakened by disunion and 
have no record upon which they can hope- 
fully appeal to the voters of the State. 
But the Republican canvass, though 
it may be made with all ‘sincerity, will 
still be entered upon and sustained with 
half a heart and faint assurance. Distrust 
of leaders is as often fatal to parties as 
it is to armies, and the present leader of the 
Republican Party of New-York is justly and 
profoundly distrusted. Besides, thousands 
of Republicans will hesitate to bestow upon 
Tuomas C. PLatr the power and prestige 
which a victory in the State and in the 
Senate and the Assembly districts would 
confer upon him. 


THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 

The resolutions of the Republican State 
Convention are drawn with more than the 
usual amount of skill, but with no more 
than ordinary candor and force. So far as 
they relate to national matters, and these 
filla large place in them, they will con- 
vince no one not already convinced 
of the “wisdom and _ necessity of 
the restoration of the Republic- 
an Party” to “power in the State 
and in the Nation.” The indorsement of 
‘*the principle of the national and State 
clvil service laws” and the demand that 
they be ‘ enforced,” ‘‘ advanced and made 
permanent,” is emphatic, butit is weakened 
by an indiscriminate condemnation of Pres- 
ident CLEVELAND and Gov. Hint. When 
will politicians learn that accurate criti- 
cism of actual defects is far more telling 
than sweeping condemnation that cannot 
be justified? The tariff resolution and that 
relating to immigration are marvels of 
strenuous ambiguity. 

The resolution on the liquor question is 
clearer than any of the others. It is in 
favor of local option, and ‘‘restriction by 
taxation in such localities as do not by their 
option exclude absolutely the traffic.” This 
is, at least, a fairly intelligible declaration 
of policy, and probably meets pretty justly 
the views of the great body of the Re- 
publican Party on this question. The re- 
maining portions of the platform are 
not of any serious importance, and 
indeed, it may be fairly said that 
the liquor question is the only one 
treated in a way to excite any in- 
terest in the public mind. There is a 
resolution offering very thin syrup to the 
veterans, spiced with reference, intended to 
be bitter, to the President’s vetoes. There 
is a@ very pretty resolution on ‘ simula- 
tions of dairy products,” and one of portent- 
ous solemnity and emptiness on transporta- 
tion, which concludes: “National support 
of the Erie Canal, the great highway for 
the products of the West to the seaboard, is 
favored and invited.” Thatis a statement 
of which the convention ought to be heart- 
ily ashamed. The Empire State is not re- 
duced to beggary, and its people have no 
desire to see its representatives joining in 
the clamorous crowd that besieges the 
doors of the River and Harbor Committee. 
The platform, we should not omit to state, 
includes some brave platitudes on the Irish 
question. It will not be the fault of the 
Republican Convention if the vote of New- 
York this Fall does not turn out the Salis- 
bury Ministry neck and heels. 


THE DOOM OF THE ANARCHISTS. 

If the sentence of death pronounced upon 
the Chicago Anarchists be carried out atthe 
time fixed yesterday by the Supreme Court 
of Illinois, a little more than a year and a 
half will have passed between their crime 
and its punishment. This delay was un- 
questionably unfortunate. In some ways it 
would have been far better had it been pos- 
sible to bring the murderers to full justice 
within a _ brief period from the com- 
mission of their crime. But there are 
compensations for the delay, the chief of 
which is that the whole community, em- 
bracing the sympathizers with the An- 
archists and all who were likely to become 
such, are now convinced that the law in 
Illinois is not the less sure because it works 
slowly, and that despite all the technical 
advantages that could possibly be claimed 
for them the prisoners are at last doomed 
by the unanimous judgment of all the Jus- 
tices of the court of last appeal. 

It must be remembered, also, that the case 
was in many respects a novel one and a 
very difficult one, The substance of the 
crime with which these men were charged, 
and of which they were guilty, was being 
accessories before the fact in the commis- 
sion of murder, and their guilt consisted in 
having desired and advocated the crime 
and in having abetted the preparation of 
means by which it was to be accomplished. 
It was not charged against any one of 
them that he actually threw the bomb by 
which the murdered man was killed, and it 
was under the impression that no one not 
thus charged would suffer that PARSONS 
surrendered himself. It will thus be seen 
that the trial was very different from one 
in which the accused could be proved to 
have committed the precise act of killing. 
On the one hand, it was necessary to pre- 
sent to the minds of the jury in a manner 
to convinee them the chain of evidence 
leading up to the crime as defined by the 
law, and, on the other, it was necessary to 
give to the prisoners every substantial right 
and advantage accorded to them by the law, 
in order that when a verdict was reached it 
should stand. The result shows that 
underlying the whole structure of con- 


stitutional and statute law is 
safety of life and the preservation of 
order and security, and that this principle 
can besurely carried outin the regular proc- 
ess of justice, even when the violation of 
it is of a sort before unknown to American 
society and in pursuance of evil designs 
not contemplated when the legal system 
was established. The State of Illinois, in 
this regard, is not materially different from 
any other State in the Union, and the safe- 
guards now shown to be thrown around 
the right of society to live in peace in that 
State will be found equally strong and 
sufficient in every other. 

Beyond doubt the conviction of this fact 
has been slowly, but surely and steadily, 
growing in Illinois and in every State 
where the elements of population existed 
among which the venomous Anarchist doc- 
trine was likely to spread its poison. We do 
not believe that the number of real An- 
archists—that is, of men who believe the 
stracture of society to be so radically wrong 
that its complete destruction is the neces- 
sary condition to any improvement—was 
ever very great. But there were, and 
are, in all ot large cities, very con- 
siderable numbers of men likely to co- 
\operate with the Anarchists, a few of 
them from vague sympathy with their 
avowed purpose and swayed by more 
energetic minds, and many more of the 
criminal class who see in any disorder an 
opportunity to gratify their passion for 
violence ‘or plunder. Had the Chicago 
Anarchists succeeded in routing the police 
on the night of May 4, 1886, and proceeded 
to carry outveven in part their designs for 
the general destruction of life and property, 
they would have been joined by crowds 
that would have made infinite trouble. 
Had they, after the attack on the police 
that night, escaped punishment by the reg- 
ular process of law, they would have been 
ready to commence again. Now they are 
cowed, probably permanently, certainly for 
a long time, and this generation need have 
no serious fear of any considerable renewal 
of organized war upon society. 

For this happy result, which is of almost 
incalculable value, we are indebted largely 
to the fact that the whole legal sys- 
tem of Illinois was built upon the solid 
foundation of the right of the com- 
munity to order and peace and the 
cognate right to defend itself and to 
punish those who assailit. But we can- 
not forget that a debt of deep gratitude is 
also due to the men of the Chicago police 
who, on that bloody night, in circum- 
stances of trial more terrible than even war 
presents, scattered the Anarchist mob and 
crushed then and there the plot for sacking 
the city. The soldier in battle knows fairly 
well what he has to meet, the chances for 
and against him. These men, marching 
in the line of ordinary duty, were 
suddenly met by an explosion, as of a mine 
under their feet, that laid more than one- 
third of their number dead or disabled, 
With the precision and steadiness of parade 
they closed ranks, and, charging on the mob, 
from whom they might well have looked 
for like deadly missiles, they swept it from 
the streets. Itis such magnificent courage, 
such heroic discipline and unselfish devo- 
tion in the humblest ranks of those whom 
the people choose from among themselves 
to perform the needed services of the com- 
munity, that make possible the highest life 
of organized society. Let us honor the wis- 
dom of the lawmakers, the patient and 
enlightened judgment of the Bench, but 
thrice honored be the brave men who so 
nobly did so terrible and so beneficent a 
duty. 

CENTENARY OF 
STITUTION. 

There is great risk of falling into plati- 
tude and commonplace in speaking of the 
event which is to be celebrated for the next 
three days in the city of Philadelphia, for 
much has been said and written upon the 
stupendous importance of the framing of 
the Constitution of the United States and 
the phenomenal wisdom therein displayed. 
But it will do no harm to recall in a quiet 
way the spirit which prevailed in that 
famous convention in the Summer of 1787, 
and which made its work successful 
beyond the hopes of those engaged in 
it. Far-seeing as some of them were, 
they had no conception of the develop- 
ment through which this Republic was to 
pass in the century following their high de- 
liberations. Could they have foreseen that 
development they would have been still 
more impressed with the magnitnde of the 
task which they had undertaken and less 
confident of being able to meet the require- 
ments of the occasion. It is possible that 
they would have been totally unable to 
agree upon the work necessary to be done, 
or that in their efforts to provide for the 
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} needs of the future they would have been 


much less successful than they were in 
framing a Government adapted to the in- 
definite expansion of the Nation for which 
it was intended. 

It is a familiar fact that at that time the 
population of the States was less than 
4,000,000, mostly scattered along the At- 
lantic seaboard and extending up the 
streams that had their outlets upon it. 
The territory which the framers of the Con- 
stitution had in view ended at the northern 
boundary of Florida on the south and at 
the Mississippi River on the west, between 
which and the States was an almost un- 
broken wilderness. There was no calcula- 
tion upon the acquisition of Florida and 
the vast Louisiana territory, much less 
upon that of the gréat domain of the 
Pacific coast, which was almost as remote and 
inaccessible as Grand Tartary. The Re- 
public for which the Constitution was made 
wasamere fragment of that which exists 
to-day, and yet that instrument fits the re- 
quirements of a nation of 60,000,000, ex- 
tending from ocean to ocean, as completely 
asit met the needs of the thirteen sparsely 
peopled original States. None of the few 
amendments that have been added was re- 
quired to adapt it to the expansion of the 
country either in territory or population. 
Never could it be more truly said of any 
men than of the framers of the Constitu- 
tion, that they “ builded better than they 
*knew.” 

Had it been given them to know the mere 
fact that at the end of acentury the Nation 
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to be governed under the. Constitution 
would have the extent and population 
which it has to-day they would have stood 
appalled before the task that confronted 
them, and their difficulties would have 
been so multiplied to their own minds that 
its achievement would have been impossi- 
ble, for the forces which shorten distance 
and bring the people into close communica- 
tion — steamboats, railroads, telegraphs— 
were then beyond the reach of human 
forecast. To them it even seemed that 
the thirteen existing States were so sepa- 
tated by distance, so diverse in character, 
in sentiment, and in interests that it was 
doubtful whether they could be molded into 
a harmonious and enduring union. It was 
that feeling which led them to contrive so 
carefully the balance between the powers 
and functions of the States and those to be 
vested in the Central Government, and it is 
that balance that has made it possible for 
the Constitution to adjust itself without jar 
or disturbance to the multiplication of 
States and the growth of the Nation. 

The troubles and difficulties that made 
the forming of a ‘“ more perfect union” a 
necessity a hundred years ago are familiar 
to all students of our history, and the stress 
of that necessity upon the statesmen who 
wrought with such sad sincerity in secret 
session for four months in 1787 to compel 
them to compromises and force them to an 
agreement is well understood. But the 
secret of their success, after all, liesin the 
fact that they were not partisans, but 
patriots. Therehad as yet come no political 
divisions, and whatever the tendencies of 
their minds may have been in viewing the 
questions of popular government, they were 
distracted and prejudiced by no partisan dif- 
ferences, and were able to cast aside selfish 
considerations. What on the whole was to 
be best for the whole people and all the 
States was the subject of their anxious de- 
liberation and the object of their united 
efforts, and the result was the product of 
their combined wisdom. The fact that the 
best and wisest men of the thirteen States 
were chosen to that constituent assembly of 
the American people, that they wrought 
undisturbed by outside pressure or distract- 
ing criticism, free from partisanship and 
inspired by a common patriotism, is the 
secret of the success which gives to the 
celebration in Philadelphia its transcendent 
interest. 


A WORD OF WARNING. 

If anybody in the office of the Evening 
Post, from its owner, Mr. HENRY VILLARD, 
down to the office boy or scrubbing weman, 
is bettered in his morals or understanding, 
oris even amused by the not very good- 
natured paragraphs and articles which the 
Post not infrequently devotes 1o THE TIMEs, 
why, let it lay on, and the more the mer- 
rier. Of course, we offend the Post daily, 
but so does the scheme of creation and 
Divine Providence itself. Our offending 
flows from Original Sin and the finite nature 
of man. Consciously, and with a premedi- 
tated purpose to be mean and nasty, we 
give the Post no provocation. Nevertheless, 
for such is the frailty of the flesh, when 
the Post assails us in pure wanton can- 
tankerousness, we sometimes hit it a return 
thwack for the sheer delight we take in 
hearing it howl. To-night will be the Post’s 
night to howl. 

Let us pass lightly over the Post’s false 
attribution of the title of ‘“‘reading notice” 
to a news paragraph upon the eighth page 
of THE Times of yesterday, in which the 
success of the effort to raise money for the 
monument to Gen. GRANT through the sale 
of the “‘Grant Memorial Twills” was men- 
tioned. We know, of course, that the name 
of Gen. GRANTis hateful to at least one of 
the editorial directors of the Evening Post. 
Hence the scorn poured out upon “one of 
the persons engaged in the offensive busi- 
ness of using the dead President’s name to 
‘boom’ his wares.” But, while Toe TIMES 
and other newspapers have never denied 
that the “booming” of its wares was not 
one of the prominent motives of the com- 
pany which is selling the ‘Grant Memorial 
Twills,” they have felt that the end amply 
justified the means, and since no money for 
the Grant Monument was coming in from 
any other source they have endeavored to 
promote the success of this effort by making 
favorable reference to it now and then, and 
without charge for the space so used; at 
least THE TIMES gives its space freely. We 
know, too, that if THrt Times and its 
contemporaries which ‘have taken this leni- 
ent and perhaps weak view of the twills 
had been possessed of the Post’s austerity, 
and moved by the Post's rancoreus hatred 
of Gen.- GRANT, the Memorial Twill men 
would long ago have been handed over to 
the Grand Jury. 

But itis not our purpose to dwell upon 
that matter. There is another, of more in- 
terest to the public and of vastly greater im- 
portance to the. Evening Post, upon which 
we desire to make a remark or two, and we 
intend them for the benefit more particu- 
larly of Mr. HENRY VILLARD, the putative 
owner of the Post. Last evening our con- 
temporary quoted poetry, commending to 
our attention the following familiar coup- 
let: 

“‘ Let those in vitreous tenements who dwell 

Forbear the flinty missile to propel.” 


Turn about is fair play, and we invite the 
owner and editors of the Evening Post to 
peruse and ponder the following verses: 


** Ere you remark another’s sin, 
Bid thine own conscience look within.” 


It is not merely because the editorial con- 
science of the Evening Post needs jogging, 
but because the proprietary interests of Mr. 
VILLARD are imperiled, that we are moved 
to call attention to the rather surprising 
manner in which the editorial columns of 
the Evening Post have been used of late for 
stock-jobbing purposes. The abuse is not 
yet flagrant and shameless. But its occur- 
rence has been suftieiently frequent and un- 
mistakable to cause remark and to excite 
some surprise at this degradation of a 
newspaper of unusual and ostentatious 
moral pretensions to the base ends which 
the Gould and Field newspapers serve. Yet in 
such things beginnings are dangerous, a 
trifling error may lead to ruin. Mr. Vit- 
LARD will doubtless remember that Ben 
Gunn, the marooned pirate of ‘* Treasure 
Island,” imparted to young Mr. Hawkins 
the information, amounting to a firm belief, 
that his evil ways and monstrous wickedness 
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“all begun by playin’ chuck-farthen’ on 
the blessed gravestones.” So, when Mr. Vit- 
LARD permits or instructs his editors to re- 
mark concerning an Oregon railway which 
appears to be a rival, in prospect at least, 
of his important Oregon properties, that it 
is “the most unpromising, perhaps, that 
ever came into Wall-street,” and to add the 
expression of their (the editors’) opinion 
that “we should rather have shares in 
the Tortilla Silver Mine than the bonds 
of this railroad, twice over,” he is enter- 
ing devious paths and takes the grave 
risk of bringing his valuable and really 
very estimable newspaper into such dis- 
repute as attended the Tribune and World 
under JAY GOULD’S ownership, and the 
Mail and Express to-day under the ownership 
and management of our esteemed contem- 
porary Cyrus. The instance we have re- 
ferred to is only one of several. It has been 
frequently observed that the Post’s articles 
upon the Ives swindle quite transcended a 
Imere newspaper interest in giving facts 
with ‘appropriate comments, showing 
rather a personal and immediate pecuniary 
stake in the outcome of IvxEs’s troubles.

Let Mr. VILLARD take warning from the 
experience of other stock-jobbing newspa- 
pers and free the Post from this reproach 
before its character is wholly gone. 


STENT ES AE TTD 

The assertion that some of our Govern- 
ment officials are chagrined at the recent 
news of Tonga’s entering into a compact 
with Great Britian to make no more foreign 
treaties, except with the latter’s approval, 
is probably exaggerated. It is true that 
@ protocol arranged with Tonga by Com- 
missioner BATES was left without action 
at the adjournment of the last Congress. 
But its ratification was not a matter of su- 
preme importance. The imports of the islands 
at a recent date were much less than a mill- 
ion dollars in aggregate value, as were also 
the exports. But we are not tosuppose that 
Great Britain intends to prevent, or could 
prevent, the ratification of King GroRGr’s 
treaty with this country. The commerce 
of the group depends largely upon that of 
Apia in Samoa, and is chiefly in the hands 
of the Hamburg Commercial Company. 
The Germans already have a commercial 
treaty with Tonga, as they and the United 
States and Great Britain have with Samoa; 
and all that our Government desires is to be 
placed on a footing with other powers in 
the Tonga Islands. If the alleged agree- 
ment giving Great Britain a preference has 
really been made, the Rev. Mr. BAKER, the 
queer Premier at Noukoualofa, must be en- 
gaging in political experiments as objec- 
tionable as his ecclesiastical ones. But 
Germany and the United States would take 
care that their residents were not injured 
by his intrigues. 


Wo exposed yesterday the advertising 
fraud and forgery of which the Whittier Elevator 
Company, of 306 Eleventh-avenue, had been 
guilty in issuing as a handbill advertisement a 
fac simile of a portion of the editorial page of 
this paper containing an article favorable to the 
business of that company which never appeared 
in THE Times. We ought to say further that 
this curious concern on Eleventh-avenue is not 
the Whittier Machine Company of 91 Liberty- 
street, and has no connection with that honor- 
able establishment, though it has been con- 
jectured that its name was cunningly chosen 
with a view to delude the public through a de- 
ceptive similarity. This conjecture is plausible, 
for a eompany that would put forth as an adver- 
tisement a counterfeit page of a newspaper, or a 
portion thereof, would scarcely stop at so slight 
a matter as infringing upon the name and title 
of another company with intent todeceive. But 
a business that can succeed only by such fraud 
must be a very despicable one,

IRADES FOR ACOOUNT. 


CHICAGO BROKERS NOT WORRIED OVER 
THE NEW SYSTEM. 


Cuicaco, Sept. 14,—The average Chicago 
broker professes not to be much worried over 
the new system of trading and reduction in com- 
missions established by the New-York Stock Ex 
change. At first glance, on learning that trades 
for the account can be made at one-half the for- 
mer commission, one-sixteenth for purchase and 
Sal6, or one-eighth for a “turn,” it 
thought that the broker's profits wiless ie Gost 
ness grows, are to be reduced 50 per cent, 
Most Chicago brokers have to divide commis- 
sions with the New*York houses that 
execute the trade. Thus, while it has cost 
& customer % per cent. 
“turn” in stocks, or $25 to buy ond 
seli 100 shares, the Chicago broker has kept for 
his trouble only $12 50. Now, these figures will 
be halved. A stock broker’s office is expensive, 
A special wire to New-York is now a necessity, 
and the cheapest one in the city costs $15,000 a 
year. If orokers here had hard work to muke ex- 
penses hitherto, as they claim, what is to become 
ot he nowt 

“Tt won’t hurt our business a bit,” said 
shrewd broker to-day. “On the contrary, ; 
expect that our commissions will be larger than 
ever. You see the public doesn’t understand 
this trading for their account. They think it’s 
going to give them a chance to scalp with very 
little expense to themselves. But they forget 
that they are not going to be able to 
buy stocks for the account as cheaply 
as for cash. Nominally interest 1s to cut no 
figure in account transactions, and we brokerg 
shall not charge any interest, but any man wha 
owns securities will sell them eheaper for cash 
than he will if he has to wait 15 days for hig 
money. There will always be two prices—one 
for cash and ore for account—and tne cash mar- 
ket will be the basis for the latter. Account 

transections are to be settled every 15 da 
As settlement day approaches the difference 
tween the cash and account market prices will 
— until the fifteenth day they will coin- 
cide.””

“Yes. 6 boys nk the system a 
thing, and will give it a goed trial. Our eee 
mnissions wor’t suffer, though. You know we - 
charge a fresh commission every time a trade is 
carried over from onesettlement day to another, 
If a man buys stock and can’t sell it ata profit 
in 15 days he pays us anotner 1-16 per cent. to 
have trade carried over another 15 days, and so 
op.

PLANS OF THE SYNDIOCATPR 


HOW THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO MORT+ 
GAGES WILL BE FUNDED. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 14.—The twenty« 
million-dollar mortgage which is to be placed 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Road, and which wae 
first announced in this correspondence last week, 
was officially explained to the Board of 
Directors to-day by the President pro tem, 
Wiliam F. Burns. It was the regular 
monthly meeting. Mr. Burns stated that 


the negotiations contemplate that the 
syndicate should buy $5,000, of the consoll- 
dated main line mortgage bonds and $5,000,000 
of the preferred stock; that the entire issue of 
consolidated main line mortgage bonds would be 

8,000,000, and, with the exception of the 
$5,000,000 which will be taken by the syndicate, 
the remainder will be used for retiring at ma- 
turity the existing mainline mortgage indebted- 
ness and for sinking fund purposes, thus saving 
the company the annual cash appropriations 
now required for these sinking funds, &c. 

Mr. Burns stated that the syndicate was not 
in the interest of any other corporation, and 
that the management of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company would be as free as ever from 
the domination of any rival or competitive 
interest.

EX-GOV. LUKE P. BLACKBURN. 

Ex-Gov. Luke P, Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
who has been at the point of death for several 
weeks at the home of his sister, in Frankfort, 
Ky., died yesterday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, 
aged 71. He passed away quietly. He was one 
of the noblest philanthropists Kentucky ever 
had, and during his term of office he pardoned 
hundreds of convicts out of the overcrowded 


penitentiary, which action brought about much 
criticism. He was the eldest brother of Senator 
Blackburn. 

Ex-Goy. Blackburn was born on June 16, 
1816, on the stock farm of his father, Edward M. 
Blackburn, in Woodford County, Ky., and as a 
boy developed an absorbing love for the study 
of medicine. This passion led him, when he had 
arrived at the age of 17, to visit Europe. He 
remained in Paris studying medicine under the 
tuition of eminent physicians for a year, and 
then, returning to America, entered the Tran- 
sylvania College at Lexington, from which he 
was graduated with honor in March, 1835. 

Atonce entering into the practice of his pro- 
fession in Lexington, his youthful efforts met

This continued for two 
weeks. On Aug. 2 he left the house and did not 
return. Next morning a note was received from 
him. In it he asked Miss Bensel to store his 
belongings, as he would not return for some 
time. Miss Bensel heard nothing about or from 
him until a month ago, when a middle-aged lady 
anda young man called at the house and in- 
quired for Mr. Barker. 

The callers were his wife and son. In the first 
week of August young Barker received a letter 
addressed to his father. Itstruck him as odd that 
it had been sent to Pittstield, and he opened it. 
It was from Marquand & Parmly. In it they 
Degged Mr. Barker to return at once, promising 
to stand by him until the market took a favora- 
ble turn. Greatly alarmed, young Barker tele- 
graphed the brokers for further information, 
and received areply informing him that they 
hadseen nothing of his father for some time 
and on Aug. 2 had received the following note 
from him: 

GENTs: How can I thank you for your kindness? 
But the terrible condition of my account has com- 
pletely broken me up.

OHIO DAY AT GETTYSBURG. 








MONUMENTS DEDICATED ON 
THE BATTLEFIELD. 


GETTYSBURG, Penn., Sept. 14.—The 19 
Ohio monuments were dedicated this morning, 
with exercises both impressive and appropriate. 
At10o’clock the dedication began at the ros- 
trum in the National Cemetery. The printed 
programme was strictly followed, in substance 
as follows: Overture by the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment band; prayer by the Rev. William E. 
Moore, D. D., of Columbus; song by Miss Anne 
Marie De Beck, of Cincinnati; address, ‘‘ Ohio 
Troops in the Battle of Gettysburg,” by Gen. 
H. H. Axline, Adjutant-General of Ohio; ad- 
dress, “The Memorial Commission and Its 
Work,” by the Hon. Emil Kiesewetter, State 
Auditor of Ohio; address, “The Presentation 
of the Ohio Memoriais to the Governor 
of that State,’ by Gen. James E. Robinson, 
Secretary of State of Ohio; response, the pres- 
entation of the memorials to the Battlefield 
Memorial Association by Gov. Foraker: re- 


sponse on behalf of the association by Gov. 
Beaver, President ex officio of the association; 
song, “Tenting on the Ola Camp Ground,” by 
Miss De Beck; memorial address by Gen. S. H. 
Hurst, of Chillicothe; song, ‘‘Star Spangled 
Banner,” by Miss De Beck; benediction by the 
Rev. William E. Moore, D. D. 

The addresses of Govs. Foraker and Beaver 
were received with great applause. The Ohio 
monuments, which are with two exceptions 
{the Fourth and Fifty-fifth) of granite, are taste- 
ful and appropriate. That of the Fourth Infant- 
ry on East Cemetery is of-white bronze, 40 feet 
high, surmounted by the figure of a soidier, and 
bears sultabie historical inscriptions; Company 
CandT,on the Emmittsburg road,is also of 
white bronze. The Fifth Infantry standsfbetween 
Baltimore pike and Culp’s Hill, 12 feet by 6,

with a United States flag crossing a 
Springfield musket on the front of the 
die. The Seventh is on Culp’s. Hill. 


It is 8 feet by 12, bears in front a rosterin 
bronze, and is appropriately inscribed. The 
eighth will be on the Emmittsburg road, but is 
as yet not outof the quarry. The Twenty-fifth 
is on Barlow’s Knoll, 8 feet 4 5,and bears the 
Eleventh Corps mark and fullinscriptions. The 
Twenty-ninth stands on Culp’s Hill, and on the 
face bears an open wall tent, with a stack of 
arms, canteen, &c. The Fifty-tifth, at the junc- 
tion of the Taneytown and Emmittsburg roads, 
is of silver-grey sandstone, with a figure of a 
soldier shooting over a stone wall on the die. It 
is 13 feet by 5. The Sixty-tirst, which will be on 
the Eleventh Corps avenue, first day’s fight, has 
not yet arrived. 

The Sixty-sixth, at the summit of Culp’s Hill, 
has not yet arrived. The Seventy-third, outside 
of the National Cemetery, is 10 feet by 6, with a 
flag cut as if draping the top. The Seventy- 
fifth,on East Cemetery Hill has not yet been 
erected. Itis16 feet by 7. The Eighty-second, 
on the Eleventh Corps-avenue, is also delayed. 
The One Hundred and Seventh, near Barlow 
Knoll, is appropriately inscribed, and bears a 
crescent on the front. Battery H (Hunting- 
ton’s) is in the National Cemetery. The front 
face contains crossed cannon on a shield, and 
js suitadly inscribed. Battery I, (Dilger’s,) on 
Eleventh Corps-avenue, is of granite, 14 feet 


high; on the front face are the in- 
scriptions, a shield, and coat of arms. 
Battery K, (Hackman’s,) at the north end 


of town, is 9 feet high; on each corner of the 
die, which is appropriately inscribed, are crossed 
cannon. Battery L, (Gibbs’s,) on Little Round 
Top, 1s 9 feet high, and has on the front crossed 
eannon. The inscriptions are historical only. 
The First Cavalry, at Gen. Pleasorton’s head- 

uarters, is i5deet high and bears on the tront 
face a horse’s head, with a bridje. The Sixth 
Cavalry, also at Gen. Pleasonton’s headquarters, 
is 8 feet high and has on the front in relief a 
mounted cavalryman at full gallop, with his 
sabre drawn. The memorials are, taken all in 
all, fully equal to any heretofore erected by any

THEY HANG AND BURN AN 
ENEMY IN EFFIGY. 
PRESIDENT WRIGHT'S HARSH WORDS 
ABOUT THEIR EXCHANGE BEING A 

BUCKET SHOP HOTLY RESENTED. 

With shouts of delight and plenty of en- 
thusiasm members of the Produce Exchange 
hanged and burned a manin effigy yesterday, on 
the floor of their Exchange. 

When they picked up their copies of THE 
Times inthe morning they read a special dis- 
patch from Chieago which put them in a wicked- 
ly vengeful frame of mind. The dispatch quoted 
some sayings of President Wright, of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, the burden of which was 
that the New-York Produce Exchange was 
practically a bucket shop, and thatit wasn’t at 
all likely that really pious Western capitalists 
would disc. mmode themselves in any way for 
wicked Easterners who gambled in wheat an 
other things. These soothing utterances were 
due, the telegram said, to a reporter’s asking 
Mr. Wright if his board would be willing to co- 
operate with the New-York body in securing 
continuous sessions till the close of business. 

It was bad enough to read these things in an 
elevated train or over a breakfast table, but once 
in their big Exchange the iron entered even 
deeper into the brokers’ souls, as they looked at 
the great hall and realized that it had been 
dubbed a “bucket shop.” Their souls began to 
yearn for President Wright, and if he could only 
have been in the wheat put for a few minutes 
he would have realized that hospitals are handy 
things. But Mr. Wright was safe in Chicago, 
and as the only way to communicate with him 
was by telegraph, messages were soon flying 
westward, demanding to knowif he haa really 


spoken as he was quoted. One big firm was 
especially anxious for personal information, and 
it sent to its Chicago representative this order: 


“See Wright and ask him what he says of THE 
TIMES’S interview.” 

Back came the answer: 

“Wright says: ‘I don’t know what Iam repre. 
sented as saying, but, whatever I have said, I have 
not misrepresented the New-York Produce Ex- 
change.’ ”’ 

There was a certain ambiguity about this 
which delicately left the reader his chdice be- 
tween deciding whether President Wright’s 
words had been twisted from admiration to cen- 
sure or whether he was sure the Exchange was 
80 bad it ecouldn’t be maligned. The New-York 
firm wanted the ambiguity cleared up, and 
quickly a private wire was carrying THE TIMES’s 
special back to Chicago, in order that Mr. Wright 
might see how he had been quoted. No answer 
caine to this second attempt at clearing up the 
mystery of what the Chicago man really meant, 
and when this state of things became noised 
about on the floor of the Exchange the wheat 
corner became as lively as a hornets’ nest in the 
small boy season. 

At 2 o’clock there was acrowd about the wheat 
pit, a crowd that felt that the Exchange had been 
outrageously slandered. In the switch brokers’ 
midst there was a stir, and then there appeared 
among them a dummy figure made of news- 
papers, and about as near human shape as the 
case would permit. A minute later it was hang- 
ing where everybody could see it, and a placard 
pinned to it said: ‘* President Wright, of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade.” ‘The eftigy remained 
strung up but a short time. It was a disgrace, 
of course, but the disgrace was not of a form 
violent enough to suit its constructors. It was 
taken down into the pit, somebody touched a 
match to it, and President Wright’s counterfeit 
went up in smoke. 

It was the younger members of the Exchange 
who engaged in this little pleasantry of hanging 
and burning their enemy in effigy, but the older 
men stood near and didn’t attempt to hinder the 
goings on. In fact, they joined in the applause 
that greeted the dummy’s fate. 

The interview caused more bitter feeling than 
anything that has stirred up the Produce Ex- 
change for many a day. Many private tele- 
grams came from Chicago during the day, de- 
claring that the sentiments of the President of 
the Board of Trade were not the sentiments of the 
board as a body, or of its members individually. 
But Mr. Wright, though he is not particularly 
well known bere, is President of the board, and 
what he says gets weight from that fact. 

“Every one of us felt aggrieved,” said C. D. 
Freeman, of Henry Clews & Co., and the feeling, 
thus expressed, was general. 

“This bucket shop business is purely Chica- 
go’s,” said another; ‘‘and, let them say what 
they please, our Exchange has never had to ex- 
pel a member for connection with a bucket shop, 
as has been done by the Chicago board within a 
few months.” 

“Wright,” said a third, “charges us with un- 
friendliness to Chicago dealers and unwilling- 
ness to favor them in any way. The charges are 
utterly without foundation.” 

No meeting is likely to be held as a result of 
yesterday’s troubles. The “kick” is being made 
individually. The advocates of the continuous 
session, vahose project incidentally led to the ex- 
citement yesterday, are numerous here, and as- 
sert that the — recess, from 2:15 to 3 
o'clock, is a hindrance to business, keeps dealers 
down town unnecessarily late, and has other 
drawbacks, for which the chance it gives for 
lunchis no adequate compensation. The Chi- 
cago and New-York sessions are held at the 
same actual time, Chicago beginning and closing 
her dealings an hour earlier by her clocks than 
New-York does by hers.

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PRODUCE MEN IN A RAGE 
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KILLED BY DEFEAT. 


CAPT. MICHAEL CREGAN COULD NOT 
ENDURE THE LOSS OF POWER. 

When Capt. Michael Cregan lost his grip 
upon the tiller of the Republican political 
machine of the Sixteenth Assembly District, 
both his friends and his enemies—and the fact 
that he had been a leader for a number of years 
enabled him to have both—felt that the blow 
would be a severe one. Neither, however, imag- 
ined that it would hasten his death, though a 
few of his intimates were aware that his constitu- 
tion Wis badly shattered and that a serious sick- 
ness would utterly break him down. 

For more than a week the Captain has not 
been seen in public, but his absence from his 
desk inthe Sixth Judicial District Court was 


kuown only to the court officials and a few of his 
most ardent supporters. These knew that he 
was sick, but none imagined that he was dying, 
and when intelligence was received yesterday 
that he was dead—had died atthe St. George 
Hote! late Tuesday night—it created much sur- 
prise and a good deal of sorrow, for Capt. Cregan 
was greatly liked. He was good-humored, good- 
natured, open-handed, and every man’s friend. 

Capt. Cregan was a notable example of a class 
that is gradually becoming fewer in numbers, or 
at least less prominent, in politics. Possessed 
of only a moderate education, and without abil- 
ity as a speaker, he was for many years the 
head, body, and tail of the Republican organiza- 
tion of the Sixteenth Judicial District. His forte 
was organization, and he rose to a leadershi 
from which he was only ousted by the combine 
efforts, not only of his opponents in the district, 
but of all members of the Republican County 
Committee who believed that a change in polit- 
ical methods was absolutely necessary to party 
success. é 

When he first made a bid for leadership in the 
Sixteenth District John D,. Ottiwell was in com- 
mand. The latter naturally derided the idea of 
a comparative new-comer defeating him on his 
own ground; but so well had Capt. Cregan or- 
ganized his forces that his victory was complete. 
Only once in 15 years, when he was beaten by 
John Conover, did he lose his grip on the leader- 
ship. When he assumed it he was employed in 
the Customs Service as a gauger, and once solidly 
in command be lost no time in strengthening his 
foothold and in enlarging his sphere of action, 
He had a wide acquaintanee in his district, and 
with the gas house brigade and its friends 
was all-powerful, for he had a frank way of 
declaring he was one of them that won their 
hearts. He did not look for acquaintances 
among politicians of a higher grade, for he was 
everywhere recognized until within a few 
months as a man who carried bis district in his 
pocket. Eight years ago he secured the Clerk- 
ship of the Sixth Judicial District Court, as 
through his influence Justice William Kelly had 
no organized Republican opposition to his can- 
didacy on two occasions, and by this stroke 
Capt. Cregan benefited not only himself but sev- 
eral of his friends, 

Capt. Cregan lost his leadership, and with it 
most of his influence, through his conduct iu 
the compen of last Fall. Republicaus who 
believed in supporting men of their own party 
when such men were in every way qualified for 
office charged that Capt. Cregan, while nomi- 
nally supporting Allen Thorndike Rice, the Re- 
publican Sage: Perey candidate, had really 
thrown his influence in favor of Gen. Spinola. 
Charges of a like character had before been 
bruited about but had been killed by Cregan’s 
indefatigable energy. The Rice-Spinola charge 
was not permitted to drop. It was pressed and 
Cregan was lopped from the Republican County 
Committees. Before this was done, however, he 
received a foretaste of what was tocome. At 
last Spring’s primaries in his district he was 
victorious by the narrow margin of 19 votes. 

e result of the vote was such an utter and 

sheartening surprise that upon its announce- 
ment he fainted. 

Shrewd enough to understand that his reign 
Was over, he lost heart, and in spite of his ap- 
parent earnest efforts to regain supremacy, he 
really gave up the fight months ago, and rapidly 
declined in health. He apparently lost all pieas- 
ure in life and shunned instead of, as yore, 
seeking old friends. About a week ago, after a 
residence at the Ashland House of about 14 
years, he took apartments at the St. George 
Hotel, at Broadway and Twelfth-street. He 
was sick at the time and rapidly grew worse. 
The services of three doctors were secured, but 
were of no avail, and between 11 and 12 o’clock 
on Tuesday night he died. 

Capt. Cregan was warried in 1873 to Miss 
Lizzie Hatch, stepdaughter of Amos Chamber- 
lain, # then popular horse dealer. They sep- 
arated in afew years. Though his opportunities 
were numerous and he handled a great deal of 
money, he never retained any of it long and died 
@® poor man. His only known relatives are a 
brother and sister, who livein Brooklyn. He 
was about 43 years of age. 

His body was removed yesterday from the St. 
George Hotel to the undertaking establishment, 
in Fourth-avenue, near Twenty-sixth-street, of 
Patterson, Bevins & Plowright. Justice Kelly 
and James Graham, afurniture dealer on West 
Fourteenth-street, have made arrangements for 
the funeral. Services will be held to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o’clock, in the Grand Lodge room 
of the Masonic Temple, Twenty-third-street and 
Sixth-avenue, under the direction of Amity 
ca No. 323. The interment will be at Wood- 

awn.

NEW NORTHERN PACIFICO BOARD. 

A Northern Pacific Board of Directors has 
at last been settled upon, and it is to be elected 
at the meeting of the company to-day. Messrs. 
J. H. Hall, J. L. Stackpole, Johnston Living- 


ston, J. ©. Fargo, and J. C. Bullitt will retire, 
and the new board will be made up of Frederick 
Billings, August Belmont, Charles B. Wright, 
Henry Viliard, Brayton Ives, Charles L. Colby, 
Robert Harris, John B. Trevor, John U. Brook- 
man, Edwin H. Abbott, Colgate Hoyt, and 
Thomas F. Oakes. Thisis not an Elijah Smith 
board, and Mr. Smith is not in it. eis outin 
the cold. Henry Villard stated yesterday that 
he and the four new members who take the place 
of the retiring five go into the Directory of the 
company as representatives of the Uregon Rail- 
way and Navigation Company. 

In his annual report Vice-President T. F. 
Oakes says that the most important event of the 
year was the completion of the Cascade Divis- 
ion, giving an unbroken line to Tacoma. Work 
on fhe great tunnel at Stampede Pass will 
be finished next Summer. The Union 
Pacitic’s control of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company’s lines has 
cut into the Northern ~ Pacific’s trade 
to some extent, anda Union Pacific invasion is 
threatened into the country north of the Snake 
River. From the completion of the Oregon and 
California line more advantage than detriment 
is empected. In carrying out the policy of build- 
ing branch roads as feeders, the Duluth and 
Manitoba is being pushed to the Manitoba 
boundary to connect with the Provincial Govern- 
ment’s road. The St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba’s westward extension into ‘Montana 
will cut into Northern Pacific territory, but this 
loss will be maae good by the growth of the 
country. The Canadian Pacific by its cuts in 
rates continues to be a troublesome competitor, 
but in spite of these facts gross earnings for the 
year increased $1,058,120 90, to $12,789,448 10, 
and net earnings increasei $42,164 95, 
operating expenses being $7,173,019 69, 
against $6,153,263 74 for the previous 
year. Land sales for the year aimounted 
to 310,355 acres, realizing $960,556. 
During the previous year 370,925.29 acres 
were sold for $1,376,844. The principal falling 
off was in Dakota. The total number of acres 
earned up to June 30, 1887, was 46,758,400; 
total sales to that date, 6.139,478.93 acres, 
leaving unsold 40,618,921.07. According to the 
reports of the United States District Land Office 
9,200 new entries, covering about 1,300,000 
acres, were made on Government lands within 
the limits of the company’s grant during the 
tiscal year.

It was favorites’ day at Sheepshead Bay 
again yesterday. It was also a day of splendid 
sport, and backers of the horses went home 
pleased with having beaten the bookmakers 
badly. Though favorites won, the returns in the 
Paris mutuals were very remunerative in every 
race, and patrons of this kind of betting fared 
extremely well. The contest between the rival 
jockeys, McLaughlin and Garrison, continued to 
excite as much attention as those between the 
horses, and as each won one mount, and but one, 
the record remains in the same relative position, 
Garrison having atill one race the best of it. 

But five.races were run, for all of the 11 
horses except Mollie McCarthy’s Last, were de- 
clared out of the mile and threc-eighths handi- 
cap because they were entered in the Mayflower 
Handicap, to be run to-day. So Mollie’s Last 
bad a walk over for the purse. But the quality 
of the other races made up for the loss of this 
one, and such a race as the Great Eastern 
Handicap proved to be would atone for almost 
sny misgivings. Garrison showed a bit of 
bis shrewdness by the way in which 
he won the opening race with his horse 

: Cyclops. Letting the other horses run in the 
mud next the rail he went on the outside of the 
track, where the ground was comparatively dry, 


and thus wonarace that nearly every one 
thougnt it impossible for him to win, as Cyclops 
doesn’t like the mud. His rival had to wait for 
the last race before he could win, and then he 
landed Jennie B. winner in the run on the turf 
in an equally clever fashion.

But though 
Little Minch got away well, something that it 
usually troubles him to do, he was apparently 
uwnadle to get out any of his usuai speed 
and was badly left at the end of the run. Harry 
Russell was leader of the 10 sprinters who 
started for the run all the way_around 
the track and well into the stretch. Just_be- 
hind him came Little Minch, and then, 
through the back stretch, around the 
turn, and in the home stretch, came Bri- 
tannic, Lucy H., Mona, and Cyclops, with Grey 
Cloud bringing uptherear, On the turn Britannio 
fell out of the race, having burst a blood vessel 
in his head, which made it necessary for Little- 
field to pull himup. In the home stretch Cyclops, 
Pericies, aud Grey Cloud set out from the ruck 
after the leader. Cyclops was the only one who 
was able to catch him, and Garrison rode him a0 
sharply that he won by a half length, Harry 
Russel! beating Pericles home by two lengths, 
the iatter a head in front of Lucy H. 

The race was a noted social event, in Mr. 
Berry Wall’s opinion at least, for it character- 
ized his return to the turf, a bay filly called 
Faience, whose owner was announced as ‘ Mr. 
Berry,” running as his representative. Instead 
of being first, as her owner is in his social set, 
she was absolutely lastin her horsey set, a fact 
which caused Mr. Berry much woe and palp and 
probably some loss. 

A favorite came to comfort some of the 
plungers in the second race, arun at a mile, 
with a half dozen starters. This favorite was 
Fiorence M., and the Dwyer Brothers were 
among those who dipped a good sum out of 
the treasury of the various bookmakers. 
It was their money which forced her 
to become a = favorite on even terms 
with Tornado, who, with McLaughlin 
up, Was well backed by the public. The horses 
were started in the chute, and Banner Bearer 
had much the worst ofit. Adrian and Florence 
M. started out in front of the sextet and ran 
there until the home stretch was reached. The 
rest of the party were bunched in the 
lower turn, Banner Bearer having closed the 
gap of a half dozen lengths while ir the 
back stretch, and joined the rest of the lot for 
the fight in the home stretch. There was lots of 
run in Florence M., however, and Palmer got it 
ail out of herin the run home, winning handily 
by a couple of lengths. Maggie Mitchell secured 
the place from Banner Bearer by the scantest of 
heads, the latter runninga remarkable race in 
sucha fashion asto show that he is coming 
well, and will bear careful watching in the fut- 
ure. Tornado, the second favorite in the betting, 
brought up the rear, McLaughlin being unable 
to get any running to speak of out of him. 

Then came the dig race of the day, and one of 
the great races of the year—the Great Eastern 
Handicapfor 2-year-olds. Of the 131 young- 
sters entered, but 16 came to the post to run for 
the rich prize, worth about $9,000 to the win- 
ner. These included the cracks from the stables 
East and West, except from the Haggin Stable, 
which was not represented. ‘ Lucky” Baldwin, 
too, scratched the pride of his stable 
of 2-year-olds, Emperor of Norfolk, and 
trusted his chances of winning with his 
fleet little filly, Los Angeles. That the big one 
was stratched was a disappointment to the 
great crowd assembled to see the contest. But 
Emperor does not run well in the mud, being a 
big flat-footed colt who wants a dry track to per- 
form at his best. In fact he is so little at 
home on sucha track as that at Sheeepshead 
yesterday, that had he started with his top 
weight, he would probably have finished with 
the rear contingent. 

Mr. Caldwell got the big field of horses off on 
an admirable start, all the horses being in a 
bunch and moving well. Geraldine was the 
first to break away from the party and take a 
lead, and Tea Tray, Prince Royal, Huntress, 
George Oyster, Now or Never, and Raceland, 
were in a bunch just behind, with the rest 
bunched a couple of lengths away. Geraldine 
put on steam enough to show the party the 
way into and half way around the turn, but 

taceland began moving up on her surely 
and steadily as the stretch was being 
neared. Behind there was a rapid shifting of 
colors as the horses changed positions, King Fish 
and Van Leland moving up to the front as 
Huntress, Speedwell, Los Angeles,and Benedict- 
ine dropped back.In making the last turninto the 
stretch Raceland, urged by Hamilton, moved to 
the front and took a commanding lead, which 
insured him the race beyond peradventure. It 
was a half dozen lengths advantage he had of 
the rainbow-like panorama that stretched across 
the track in crescent shape when the liot were 
fairly straightened out for the final run. 

Hamilton didn’tlet up a bit on Raceland, for 
there were rushing finishers just behind him— 
Church on Gallifet, Garrison on George Oyster, 
Fitzpatrick on Benedictiae, McLaughlin on 
King Fish, Murphy on Los Angeles, Martin on 
Van Leland, and Palmer on Fordham—and 
Hamilton knew that every one of them was rid- 
ing asfor dear life. It was a tremendous rush 
for the second and third money with the rear 
contingent, for every one of the boys knew there 
was no hope of winning unless Raceland should 
fall. It was as pretty a sight as the most enthu- 
siastic horseman could wish, to see them come 
sweeping up the wide stretch, with every jockey 
using whip and spur and every horse running at 

the very top of his speed. The crowd fairly 
yelled its enthusiastic commendation of the 
Beene, and all were so excited that no one could 
rest quietly in his or her seat. 

It took but 30 secondsto decide the question 
of who would get the place. At the end of that 
time Raceland had won with ease, three lengths 
in front of George Oyster, when he rushed 
past the judges and made thousands of betting 
men and women happy. A length away from 
Oyster came Gallifet, who just beat Van Leland 
by a head for the place. hen came Tea Tray, 
Los Angeles, and Fordham in a cluster, closely 
followed by Speedwell, Benedictine, Now or 
Never, and King Fish—the latter being pulled up 
and finishing in a canter when MeLeughlin 
found that he could not win. Prince Royal, 
‘Geraldine, who started out so bravely, Huntress, 
Rita R, and finally Kempton wound up the pro- 
cession. The great raee was ended, and enthu- 
siasts were ready to bow down to Raceiand as 
the greatest 2-year-old of the year. 

Phil Lee had the easiest sort of a task in win- 
ning the mile and a quarter handicap for which 
he was made a favorite. The Lancaster party, 
however,had great faith in their horse, and. hav- 
ing put Garrison up on him, they backed him so 
well that he was made the second favorite. 
While the horses were at the post, Taxgatherer, 
for no apparent reason, stumbled and fell, 
throwing his jockey, Newmeyer, who was picked 
up out of the mud by one of Starter Caldwell’s 
assistants, apparently a badly injured boy. 
But be recovered rapidly, if he was in- 
jured, for he remounted at once and 
rode the race. Had he won it every 
one would have been happy, apparently, 
for there wasa lot of sympathy expressed for 
him. But the race was to be for the favorite, 
aud no other horse was really in it. To be sure 
Carissima started out with an entirely un- 
suspected turn of speed, and ran in front fora 
full mile, with Phil Lee close behind her. Aure- 
ole, Queen Bess, and Belmont were a trio back 
of the leading pair, and the only ones ever near 
them in the run. Once injthe home stretch 
Church sent Phil Lee out to the lead, and he won 
in @ canter by 10 lengths, with Carissimaa 
couple of lengths in front of Queen Beas, behind 
whom came Aureole and Taxgatherer on very 
nearly even terms. Lancaster, of whom so much 
had been expected, finished in seventh place, as 
he swerved badly coming up the stretch, and so 
killed all Garrison’s efforts to win with him. 

Jennie B. again accomplished the unexpected 
yesterday, and gave McLaughlin his chance fora 
winning mount to match that of Garrison in the 
first race, by winning the seven furlongs race on 
the turf track. Itis the third race of the kind 
she bas won, and she seems to fancy that sort of 
going better than any on which she has been 
tried. Again she was neglected in the betting, 
while Touche Pas and Burch were made the 
favorites. When the horses got away Jennie B. 
at once ran to the front, but after she had got 

well into her gait McLaughlin took a gentle pull 

on her and allowed Burch and Pearl Jennings to 

pass him and make the running. This they did 

into the stretch, where Little Minnie joined 

them, the three getting started for home 
from the turn on very nearly even terms. Then 
cose age again called on Jennie B., and she 
responded with a fine burst of speed, and, run- 
ning steadily and kindly, won the race from 

Grenadier, who came with a rush just at the fin- 

ish, by a half length. Grenadier was a half

A peculiar epidemic has broken out in the 
Stables of Mr. J. B. Haggin both at the Sheeps- 
head Bay and the Brooklyn race tracks. Its 
prevalence accounts for the non-appearance of 
his racers in the contests of the past few days. 
Ben Ali, Hidalgo, Preciosa, Santa Rita, Milton, 
Guarantee, Mercury, and Fitz-James are among 


the horses now suffering. How long it will be 
before the lot will be able to race again is un- 
known, but both Messrs. Byrnes and Cooper be- 
lieve they will be able to be around so as 
to race at the Brooklyn meeting. The 
trouble is one which deties veterinarians 
to classify, and by them it is believed to be due 
to the hay with which the horses arefed. The 
hay comes from California, and as the disease 
has not appeared oyu | horses in other strings 
it is ascribed to the feed. 

This peculiar disease first shows itself in a 
soreness in the feet and ankles, and develops 
into running sores first on the ankles and then 
on the sides and backs of the horses. These 
sores last but a few days, and then disappear as 
suddenly as they appear. A number of the 
horses who have been suffering from this skin 
or blood disease are already vastly improved, 
and no serious consequences are apprehended in 
any case. 


10-DAY’S YAOHT RAOE. 


VOLUNTEER AND MAYFLOWER ALL 
READY FOR THE TRIAL. 


The Volunteer and Mayflower lay quietly 
at anchor off Bay Ridge yesterday, the latter a 
little to the eastward of the former. The crews 
ot both yachts took advantage of the weather 
to dry out their sails, and the Volunteer’s huge 
spinnaker, which was wet on Tuesday by drag- 
ging in the water, was hoisted to the breeze, 
such as it was. The weather proved that the 
judgment of the America’s Cup Committee, in 
not attempting to sail another trial race till to- 
day, was good. The day was sultry, cloudy, and 


quiet, and an attempt at a race wouid have 
ended in failure. 

The race to-day is to be over what is known as 
the outside course. The general public ought to 
know, however, that there is no definitely fixed 
outside course. It is 20 miles to windward or 
leeward and return, according to the wind. If 
the wind is from the south the yachts will beat 
dawn the Jersey coast as far as Spring Lake 
and there turn a buoy set for the purpose, com- 


|} ing backto a finish at the Scotland or Sandy 


Hook Lightship as the committee may deter- 
mine. If the wind is north the yachts will sail 
over the same course, going down with spin- 
nakers out and beating to windward in coming 
back. If the wind should be southeast or north- 
west, the outer mark will bs placed 20 miles 
southeast of the Scotland Lightship, and about 
18 miles to the east-northeast of Long Branch. 
Should the wind be due east or west the yachts 
will turn off Long Beach. Should the wind be 
east-northeast a course can be laid dead to wind- 
ward, but it would take the yachts most into 
the surf near Long Beach. This race i$ designed 
to test the ability of the racers in beating to 
windward, and a steady wind that does not 
shift even so much as half a point is what 
yachtsmen want to see. 

The start will be madeat 10:30 A. M., and 
those who know ex-Cammodore James D. Smith’s 
businesslike way of doing things will be on 
hand at that timeif they want to see the start. 
Itis possible that the distance may be short- 
ened should the wind be light, butif there isa 
good breeze the racers will probably do the whole 
40 miles. The miles are nautical and measure 
6,080 feet, instead of 5,280, as on land. Old 
sailor men along the East River front yesterday 
afternoon predicted that the wind to-day would 
come in a little south of west, and that there 
wouid be breeze enough to make a race. 

The Titania and Shamrock are making ready 
to sailthe match which they failed to complete 
in June. This willbe one of the liveliest races 
of the season if there is a breeze. A match 
for $500 a side between E. M. Padeford's cutter 
Ulidia and F. H. Hatch’s sloop Fanita, the 
course to be around Long Island, has also been 
proposed. 

Tom Fearon, the Yonkers boat builder, has in 
hand a steam launch which he thinks will be the 
fastest thing afloat. She is 30 feet long, 4 feet 
in beam, and 22 inches indepth. Her boilerand 
machinery will weigh only 500 pounds, and the 
boiler is to be a new invention by William Heck- 
ert. She is built with oak timbers, is very light, 
and will have a brass screw and a brass rudder. 

The steamer Ethiopia, which sailed from Glas- 
gow Sept. 8, has on board a party of enthusiastic 
Scotch yachtsmen, who are coming to New-York 
to see the cup races.

OHARGED WI1H GAMBLING. 
A “BUCKET SHOP” PROPRIETOR AR- 
RESTED AND HELD. 

Elliott W. Todd, the proprietor of the 
“bucket shop” known as the New-York Stock 
Company, (limited,) at 46 Broud-street, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon on a warrant ob- 
tained from Justice Murray by John A. Husson, 
of 94 High-street, Brooklyn, and arraigned 
before that Justice in the Tombs Police Court. 
Husson chargea Todd with being the owner and 
superintendent of a place for gambling, and 
alleged that on Sept. 13 Todd made a bet or 
wager with him that, if the stock of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad Com- 
pauy would rise 1 per cent. above the price of 
1297, per share before the same fell below 5 


per cent. of that price Husson was to forfeit 
the bet or wager and the sum of $5, which he 
had paid to Todd. 

It was also stated by Husson that he had fre- 
quently dealt with Todd and had lost the money 
80 wagered. He asked that the entire place be 
raided and the persons found there in Todd’s 
employ be also taken into custody. The latter 
request was not granted. The warrant was 
given to a detective of Inspector Byrnes’s staff, 
who found Todd at his place on Broad-street 
and took him into custody. He demanded an 
examination, and it was set down for Sept. 21. 
Todd was paroled in care of counsel, promising 
to furnish $500 bail required to-day. 

The arrest seemed to make very little differ- 
ence with the operations of his establishment. 
Few of his customers knew that anything out of 
the usual run had occurred, and business went 
on as usual until the regular hour for closing. 
The place will be open again to day, some of the 
people in charge said, and added thatthey didn’t 
see why its operations should be hindered at all. 

A good many of the bucket shops have no- 
tices posted which state that the house ‘takes 
no orders to buy or sell stocks except on the ex- 
press understanding that such stocks are deliv- 
erable.” Todd’s never used such a notice. “We 
don’t need anything of the kind,” said one of the 
assistants yesterday. ‘‘We don’t ask our cus- 
tomers: ‘Do you want this stock delivered to 
you?’ You won't find that done in brokers’ of- 
tices either, and I dare say just as many of our 
customers ask for their stock as is the case with 
the brokers’ patrons.” At his own office the 
charge upon which Todd was arrested was not 
known. 

Todd was one of the pioneers in his line of 
business, In 1880 or thereabouts his firm of E. 
W. Todd was changed in name to its present 
title andit was incorporated at the sawe time. 
Its head is reported to be worth amiilion dollars 
ormore. Heowns a great deal oft up-town real 
estate. His friends at his office charge him with 
the ownership of the Hotel Vendome, and he is 
credited with being the owner of the new hotel 
which is to be built on Broadway, near Thirty- 
sixth-street. 

The belief was very prevalent in Wall-street 
when the tidings of the arrest got abroad, that 
the Stock Exchange had begun its gunning for 
the bucket shops. But officers of the Exchange 
insisted that there was nothing in the story and 
that the arrest was news to them. Some time 
ago, when the talk of a Stock Exchange crusade 
Was common, it was reported that the bucket 
shops had banded together to defend the legality 
of their trading, and to effect this had raised 
$50,000, Nothing of any such fund was known 
by the person in charge of Todd’s rooms, during 
the proprietor’s absence. 


THE 
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AGENT WAS HEARTLESS. 

FRANK LESLIE LODGES HER COM- 
PLAINT WITH THE COLLECTOR. 

Mrs. Frank Leslie swept down upon the 
Custom House yesterday to make her protest 
against the treatment she and her trunks had 
endured at the hands of some of the inspectors. 
She climbed the stone stairway to Collector 
Magone’s office, and, accompanied by a friend, 
sought and obtained a hearing from that offi- 


cial and made a statement of her case to his 
stenographer. Mrs, Leslie set forth that she 
reached New-York last Friday on the City of 
Rome. Her six trunks, she said, were duly ex- 
amined ana passed by the inspectors at 12:30 
o'clock, They were about to be loaded upon an 
express wagon when she heard some one say: 

“That man’s a blackguard. He’s no gentlo- 
man. I'll get square.” 

It sounded like a woman’s voice, but some 
time afterward a Treasury agent came up and 
declared that the Leslie party’s trunks must 
be re-examined. That interesting process oc- 
ecupied four hours, all of which Mrs. Leslie 
svept on the dock. The whole proceeding, she 
declares, shows an animus on the part of an 
inspectress against one of the male members of 
the Leslie party on account of some dispute. 
Moreover the agent was very heartless in his 
search and, besides damaging three Winter bon- 
nets, ruthlessly explored the mysteries of pow- 
der boxes and other things not intended for 

ublic exhibition. Altogether six yards of pop- 
in, a remnant from a dress pattern, and some 

hotographs were discovered and a duty of 
B13 50 levied upon them. Mrs. Leslie’s party 
were a young lady, William H. Chapman, and 
Harrison Millard.

proved to be a myth, was tried on Tuesday be- 
fore Recorder Smyth. At 4:10 o’clock the case 
was submiited to thejury. Having come to no 
conclusion by 6 o’clock, the jury was locked up 
for the night. 

Shortly after noon yesterday the jury came 
into court, and the foreman announced that no 
verdict had been agreed upon. Recorder Smyth 
was evidently very much astonished, and in 
sharp, measured tones delivered a severe rebuke 
to the jary. , 

The jury stood nine to three for conviction 
from the start. It was whispered about the 
court room that politics and the influence of a 
certain prominent politician and ex-city official 
had something to do with the stubbornness of 
the three jurors, and strong reasons were given 
for the belief. Moran was remanded and will 
be tried again next week.

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HOSPITAL FOR INOURABLHS. 


THE CORNERSTONE LAID BY ARCH- 
BISHOP CORRIGAN. 


Archbishop Corrigan laid the cornerstone 
of the new St. Joseph’s Hospital for Incurables 
yesterday afternoon. The ceremonies drew out 
a large number of the citizens of the annexed 
district, and many friends of the charity took 
part. Prominent among them were the Rev. 
David A. Merrick, of St. Lawrence's Church; 
Father Thomas Joyce, of St. Francis’s Hospital; 
Father Joseph Heitz, of St. Joseph’s Hospital; 
Dr. Kirner, Rector of Our Lady of* Mount Car- 
mel; Father John Edwards, of the Church of 


the Immaculate Conception; Father Hughes, of 
St. Jerome’s. Mott Haven; Father Phelan, of St. 
Cecilia’s; Father Young, of the Paulists; Mer. 
Farley, of St. Gabriel’s; Father Daly and Father 
Lynch, of the Church of the Transfiguration; the 
Rev. Thomas Schmettgen, of tbe Charch of the 
Holy Redeemer, a delegation representing the 
Sisters of the Poor of St. Francia, and a com- 
mittee from the Society of St. Vincent de Paul. 

The ceremony was unostentatious. Arch- 
bishop Corrigan led the procession of church 
dignitaries aud Sisters to the platform erected 
forthe purpose, and, after singing by the St. 
Cecilia’s Society, formally laid the cornerstone 
of the new building. This was followed by an 
address from the Rev. Father Merrick, in which 
he commended the charity and praised the Sis- 
ters of the Poor of St. Francis for the good they 
had done and the rapidity with which they had 
done it. A collection was taken up, the Arch- 
bishop gave his benediction, and the ceremonies 
=“ with singing and music by the Germania 

and. 

The new hospital occupies the block bounded 
by One Hundred and Forty-third and One Hun- 
dred and Forty-fourth streets and Brook and St. 
Ann’s avenues. The site is a beautiful one, just 
across the street from the new St. Mary’s Park. 
The main building fronts on One Hundred and 
Forty-third-street, and will be 240 by 100 feet. 
It will consist of a basement and three stories, 
the former to be of Greenwich storie and the lat- 
ter of brick. Back of the main building and 
fronting on One Hundred and Forty-fourth- 
street willbe a domicile for the Sisters of the 
Poor of St. Francis, while between these two 
buildings and connecting them will be a chapel. 
The northwest corner of the block will be de- 
voted to quarters forthe domestics, while the 
northeast corner will be given up tothe boiler 
house and stables. The architecture is Roman- 
esque and the cost of the whole building is esti- 
mated at $250,000. 

The block on which the hospital will stand 
has already been paid for, throngh the efforts of 
the Sisters. The money for the completion of 
the building has not yet been raised. but the 
promoters of the scheme are in nowise discour- 
aged by this. “‘The cause is so good,” said an 
enthusiast yesterday, ‘‘that we shall have no 
trouble whatever.” 

When completed, the hospital will be devoted 
entirely to incurables, of whom it will accom- 
modate 250. The Sisters of the Poor of St. 
Francis claim that the city’s provision for the 
care of incurables, both public and private, 
are wholly inadequate. It was a realization of 
this fact that led to the organization of a fund 
for the new hospital, and it was through the pub- 
lic ge “tay of this parpeee that so much has 
alrea been accomplished. Indigent incura- 
bles will be received at St. Joseph’s without re- 
gard to color, nationality, or creed. As the cost 
of the building is to be defrayed by public con- 
tribution, it is not known when the hospital will 
be completed, 


APPEAL ARGUMENTS ENDED, 


ALL THE PAPERS IN THE SHARP CASE 
TURNED OVER TO THE JUDGES. 


Fora week at least—probably for two weeks 
—the public will not be troubled with Jacob 
Sharp, exceptin the shape of an occasional line 
about his health. His case was taken chargo of 
yesterday morning by the General Term of the 
Supreme Court, and an extremely tiresome job 
Judges Van Brunt, Vaniels, Brady, and Bartlett 
will find it. Bourke Cockran finished, as he be- 
gan, the argument on appeal for a new trial for 
Sharp. 

After listening to the arguments of Assistant 
District Attorneys Nicoll and Semple on Tues- 
day, Mr. Cockran asked permission to talk for 
20 minutes. Permission was granted, and it was 


so manipulated by Mr. Cockran that he had been 
talking tor exactly an hour when a bit of paper 
was slipped into bis hand, It contained a query 
relating to ‘‘that 20 minutes.” Mr. Cockran 
sniiled at Mr. Nicoil and at once dashed 
toward the finish, closing his argument within 
five minutes. He was much more oratorical 
than on Tuesday, and his argument was thickly 
sown With sarcastic allusions to the legal posi- 
tion assumed by his adversaries. The latter 
seemed to be quite as much amused at Mr. 


Cockran as he was at them, and in turning sharp- 


ly around once he caught a broad smile on their 
faces. It apparently nettied him, and he said 
that if some of the legal precedents referred to 
by them were read the laughter would be on the 
other side. Even this gloomy prediction was 
insufficient to kill the quiet laughter of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. 

Fifteen minutes were devoted by Mr. Cockran 
to the testimony of the Legislature’s engrossing 
clerk, Pottle. The latter had testified that Sharp 
had offered him $5,000 if he would alter the 
wording of a railroad bill introduced in the Leg- 
islature of 1883. This was supposed to show 
that Sharp would make millions out of a general 
railroad act and a motive for the crime of which 
he had been convicted. How? Pottle, accord- 
ing to his testimony, was approached with a 
bribe in 1883, and Fullgraff was not then an 
Alderman. To prove that the legislative com- 
mittee which had investigated the Broadway 
Surface Railroad scandal had judicial powers 
Mr. Cockran talked for half an hour. In this 
talk he pictured a very sad condition of affairs 
if the courts decided that a legislative commit- 
tee had not such powers. 

The moment Mr. Cockran finished, the court 
asked for all the papers. They were not reacy. 
Mr. Stickney explained that the printers who 
had been doing the appellant’s work had been on 
strike and the printing had therefore been de- 
layed. He promised that it would all bein the 
court’s hands before night. Mr. Cockran asked 
if the court would not give him and his col- 
leagues until Friday to prepare asupplementary 
brief. The court said everything relating to the 
case must be in its possession not later than this 
evening, and to this decision the court firmly 
clung. 

Counsel in the case began to gather their legal 
documents and the spectators were moving 
toward the door, as the Judges had left the bench, 
when Judge Daniels approached Mr. Cockran 
and complimented him upon his oratorical 
powers. The ‘* Duke” blushed and said ‘* Thank 
you.”

EFFECTS OF HALF HOLIDAYS. 


MUCH VALUABLE BUSINESS DRIVEN 
FROM THE CITY BY THEM. 

When the New-York Legislature enacted 
the Saturday half-holiday law probably none of 
the lawmakers thought they were striking a 
dangerous blow at the business interests of the 
Empire State and especially at the city of New- 
York. Butthey were. Ithas come already to 
be an open question whether a majority of the 
workmen it was intended to propitiate are in 
favor of being compelled to waste 52 half days a 
year. Whether they be or not, sooner or later 
the workmen will find that they are devoting 


time to idleness altogether at their own ex- 
pense, 


Among the workingmen who most energetlo- 
ally agitated for this half holiday were the bank 
clerks, and upon them, as a sort of retributive 
justice, the consequences fall most directly, not 
through any positive action of their employers, 


but as the Tegitimate sequence of the Saturday 
haif holiday error. The President of one of 
the largest banking institutions in the city 
yesterday communicated to a TIMES. reporter 
a PG of information of startling import. He 
said: 

“The Saturday half holiday has begun to make 
an impression upon the banking business of this 
city that is portentous of evil. New-York is 
conceded by everybody to be the financial centre 
of the country, and hitherto the time has been 
none too long for the accomplishment of our 
work. Now we are handicapped by the sudden 
taking away of 26 whole working days out of 
the year. Adding to these the eignt whole holi- 
days previously existing, and the business of 
New-York, the foremost business city in the 
Union, is deprived of 34 actual working days, 
whereas most of the other cities of the Union 
have but six holidays. In other words, the im- 
mense business of the city of New-York, with its 
ramifications into every city, town, and hamlet 
in the Union, must be transacted in 279 working 
days per annum, against 307 days devoted to 
work by every other city. The consequence is 
that the expense of doing our business is largely 
increased. Friday becomes substantially the 
last day of the week, for little or nothing can be 
done on Saturday, and Monday begins with an 
accumulation of work and correspondence al- 
most overwhelming. 

“ But our most serious troubles growing out 
of the Saturday half holiday are the losses of 
aceounts. Our California and Western accounts 
require the exchange of hundreds of millions of 
dollars annually, and several of these have been 
driven to Chicago and other cities by our inabil- 
ity to do business with them on Saturday. It is 
folly to suppose that the channels of business of 
the whole country are going to cease their flow 
because New-York banks are unable to wait 
upon them. They will avoid the New-York 
banks, and in their train all the other business 
institutions of the city, and go where they can 
be accommodated at all reasonable times.” 


TO PROBE A SCANDAL. 
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THE BOARD OF EDUCATION TAKES UP 
CHARGES AGAINST A TEACHER. 


The Board of Education met yesterday 
for the first time since the Summer vacation. 
President Simmons welcomed the members of 
the board, and then said that with deep regret 
he would have to begin his duties by bringing to 
their attention a scandal affecting the good 
name of Andrew L. Soulard, Chairman of the 


Board of Trustees of the Twelfth Ward, and Mrs. 
Prag! L. Smart,a teacher in Grammar School 

0. 57. 

“Whether the parties to this scandal are 
guilty or innocent,” he continued, ‘we cannot 
say until all the facts are prcmmere 7 scrutinized. 
It is needless to say that I believe it is the desire 
of every member of the board to keep this great 
system of ours free from taint, and I cannot re- 
frain from expressing the opinion, in which I 
believe every Commissioner here concurs, that 
the teachers and othe1s connected with the pub- 
lic schools of this city are as a body pre-emi- 
nently upright in life and free from dishonor. 
Let us enter upon the examination of this affair 
without unnecessary delay, and if the charges 
made are found to be true,let us purge the 
schools.” 

A letter from Mr. Soulard asking that the 
board appoint a committee of investigation was 
read. Comuiasioner Gallaway then presented 
a resolution, which was unanimously adopted, 
directing the President to appoint a special 
committee of five to examine all the facts in 
the case and report to the board. The testi- 
mony taken will be duly sworn to by the wit- 
nesses, and the President was authorized to ap- 
piy to the Court of Common Pleas to compel 
witnesses to appear and testify. The President 
appointed as the committee Commissioners 
Gallaway, Sprague, Webb, Holt, and Cole. 

Awass of routine business was disposed of 
and the board voted to establish a new evening 
high school at School No. 75, in Norfolk-street, 
with Wilbur F. Hudson as Principal. Jacob 
Boyle was made Priucipal of the evening high 
school'in West Thirteenth-street. A resolution 
by Commissioner Holt that industrial drawing 
be taught in the evening schools was adopted. 

Commissioner Lummis raised the question of 
primary schools, saying that the provisions for 
primary education were altogether inadequate 
to the requirements of the city. He offered a 
resolution calling upon the Finances Committee 
and the Committee on School Buildings to report 
what facilities beyond those in process of prep- 
aration were necessary to provide forall the 
children of school ages. This was adopted, as 
was another by Commissioner Wood, asking the 
Superintendent of Schools to inform the board 
how many of the 15,000 children now without 
school privileges are of grammar echool and 
how many of primary school age.

JUDGE COWING WAS ANGRY. 


Judge Cowing, of the Court of General 
Sessions, was displeased with one of his juries 
yesterday afternoom and did not hesitate to say 
so. William Charva had just been tried for 
shooting at one Thomas Carroll and at a police- 
man. Charva’s friends swore thathe had fired 
every shot into the ground and did not shoot to 


kill. The jury evidently placed more reliance 
upon this testimony than upon the other evi- 
dence, for after being out an hour the foreman 
reported that they were unable to agree. Judge 
Cowing smiled scornfully and said: 

“T can’t seo how you could give eredence to 
the atatement that Charva fired into the ground. 
That gang always shoots to kill. Why, itshas 
filled our prisons with more felonsand furnished 
more murderers for our hangman than all the 
rest of the city. It would be a blessing if every 
one of them were either killed or driven out of 
the community. Yet you haye given credence 
to their story! A clearer case has never come 
before me. Remand the prisoner without bail 
and transfer his case to Recorder Smyth.” 
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SENDING MONEY ABROAD. 

Some interesting figures showing the in- 
creased amount of money sent to foreign coun- 
tries by Post Office money orders were compiled 
in the Post Office yesterday. There were 6,167 
money orders payablein Europe sent by steamer 
yesterday, representing $92,948 23. They were 
divided as follows: To Switzerland, 280 orders, 
representing $4,770 32; Italy, 286 orders, calling 
for $7,675 O6; Germany, 1,829 orders for 
$27,109 50, aud Great Britain, $53,392 85. 

The increase this year is shown by a com- 
parison with the orders sent out by Wednesday’s 
steamer just a year ago. On that day 3,271 
orders were made out for a total of $49,513 44, 
and were distributed as follows: To Switzer- 
land, 140 orders for $2,369 47; Italy, 220 orders 
for $6,639 45; Germany, 1,261 orders for 
$17,634 93; Great Britain, 1,650 orders for 
$22.819 59. The increase, it will be seen, is 
2,896 orders an $43,434 79 in money, showing 
prosperity on the part of those who have 
friends and relatives abroad.

The Rey. Charles R. Treat, who has bees 
for four years Rector of the Episcopal Church of 
the Redeemer, at Fourth-avenue and Pacific- 
street, Brooklyn, nas resigned his charge, and 
will leave the parish on Oct. 1. He has accepted 


a call to the Assistant Pastorate of St. Thomas’s

Yesterday Mr. Treat said thatif the amount of 
the indebtedness was raised and the mortgage 
lifted there was nothing to prevent his remain- 
ing in charge of the parish.

A O1VIL SERVICE ROSTER. 

A meeting of the State Civil Service Com- 
Mission was held yesterday at the New-York 
Hotel, attended by Commissioners Jay and 
Ricnmond, Chief Examiner Potts, and the Sec- 
retary. Upon the suggestion of the Chief Ex- 
aminer it was unanimously resolved that, for 
the purpose of perfecting the classification of 
the civil service, of clearly defining the proper 
method of entrance into positions covered by 
the rules, and of facilitating the detection and 
correction of irregularities a complete roster 
should be made of those employed by the State. 
The roster is to be kept in the office of the 
commission, and amended from time to time 
as changes are reported. Each appointing of- 
ficer and the head of each public State insti- 
tution will be requested to give to the com- 
mission quarterly in each year information 
necessary to make complete the record.
